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Public  Welfare  In  North  Carolina  - January  1$^^ 


Public  Assistance;  Case  loads  for  old-age  assistance  Increased  slightly  In  Jamuary 
1954.  This  month  grants  were  made  to  50,655  persons  with  an  average  money  payment  of 
$50.16.  This  represents  a decrease  of  0.2  per  cent  from  the  50,736  persons  receiving 
assistance  In  January  1955.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  1,657  applications  for 
old-age  assistance  pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  the  largest  number 
reported  since  August  1951,  as  compared  with  1,157  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

In  January,  17,557  families.  Including  15,565  adults  and  50,504  children, 
received  aid  to  dependent  children  grants.  The  average  money  payments  were  $58.56 
per  family  and  $15.49  per  person.  The  number  of  families  has  Increased  4.8  per  cent 
over  the  16,750  receiving  asslstamce  In  January  1953.  During  the  twelve-month  period 
the  percentage  Increases  In  adults  and  children  have  been  6.0  and  7.8,  respectively. 

On  January  51,  1954,  there  were  1,541  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  pending 
in  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  the  largest  number  reported  since  June  1939* 

This  compares  with  959  applications  pending  on  January  51,  1953. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase, 
and  In  January  1954  payments  were  made  to  8,226  persons,  with  an  average  grant  of  $35 *59. 
In  the  past  year  cases  have  Increased  27,8  per  cent,  while  the  percentage  Increase  In 
average  grant  has  been  1.9. 

An  average  general  assistance  payment  of  $20.57  was  made  in  January  1954  to 
2,547  cases,  the  largest  number  aided  since  May  195 1.  The  number  of  cases  receiving 
this  type  of  assistance  was  25.0  per  cent  higher  than  the  2,070  cases  reported  in  January 
1953,  while  the  average  payment  was  6.3  per  cent  higher  than  it  was  a year  ago.  On 
January  31,  1954,  there  were  264  applications  for  general  assistance  pending  In  county 
departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with  II8  applications  pending  a year  ago.

Services;  Cases  receiving  only  non-financlal  service  numbered  20,457  In  January  195^*  an 
increase  of  2.9  per  cent  over  the  19,882  reported  In  January  1955.  Members  of  county  staffs 
rendered  a total  of  44,675  services  not  Involving  financial  payments  to  cases  under  care.  This 
month  72  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  services  were  given  to  persons  receiving  special 
services  only,  while  the  remaining  28  per  cent  were  to  cases  receiving  financial  assistance 
in  addition  to  special  services. 

On  January  31,  1954,  there  were  13,288  individual  children  receiving  services  from 
county  welfare  agencies,  an  increase  of  2.1  per  cent  over  the  13,013  reported  a year  ago. 
Approximately  53  per  cent  of  these  children  were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  78  children  in  North  Carolina  in  January. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,377  additional 
children. 

There  were  678  child  labor  certificates  and  I6  age  certificates  issued  by  county  welfare 
staffs  in  January,  The  schools  referred  433  cases  for  investigation  for  non=attendance  in 
school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  398  such  cases.  There  were  1,805  cases  certified  as 
medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission, 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services ; On  January  31,  195*^ » there  were  13,048 
persons  in  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  increase  of  3.4  per  cent  over  January  1955.  Of 
these,  11,582  persons,  or  88.8  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,466 
persons  were  in  the  three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  891  children,  680  boys  and  211  girls,  were  enrolled  in  the 
five  State  training  schools.  This  COTipares  with  840  for  December  31,  1955,  and  for  January  31, 

1955. 

A total  of  1,629  persons  were  in  the  42  county  homes  in  the  State  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month.  During  the  month  there  were  43  separations  from  these  homes;  of  these,  22  were  due  to 
death.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  2l6  licensed  boarding  hemes  for  adults  in  North  Carolina 
an  increase  of  34  such  hcases  since  January  1955 » I67  were  for  white  persons  and  49  were  for  Negroes 


There  were  9 #937  persons  held  In  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the 


month,  an  Increase  of  6.2  per  cent  over  January  1953.  This  month's  population  was  made 
up  of  9»**95  and  442  women. 

During  the  month  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State, 

and  1,215  ot  them  remained  in  Jail  on  January  31.  There  were  43  children  under  I6  years 
of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during  January. 

There  were  204  persons  reported  In  20  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Nineteen  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  January  31. 

Eugenics  Board ; Sterilization  operations  for  ^l  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics 
Board  during  the  quarter  October-December  1953.  Of  the  59  operations  for  which  surgeons 
returned  reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs  for  33  non- Institutional  cases  were  met  by 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  26  operations  for  Institutional  cases  were 


met  by  the  State  Institutions. 
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Characteristics  of  Families  Receiving  Aid  to  Dependent 
Childrens  November  1955 
Part  III 

This  is  the  third  and  final  import  on  aid  to  dependent  children  families 
according  to  the  state-wide  study  made  Iji  November  1953.  The  first  and  second  reports 
were  presented  in  the  two  previous  issues  of  Public  Welfare  Statistics. 

Private  resources.  In  determining  the  grant  to  be  made  to  a family  under  aid 
to  dependent  children,  the  department  of  public  welfare  first  computes  the  total  monthly 
requirements  of  the  family  and  then  subtracts  frcM  this  amount  the  family's  total  monthly 
resources.  These  resources  may  be  in  the  form  of  cash  income  through  earnings,  gifts, 
or  pensions,  or  income  in  kind,  such  as  food  and  Clothing,  which  is  given  its 
cash  value  in  the  budget.  In  the  study  sample  fully  80  per  cent  of  the  families  had  some 
monthly  resources  included  in  their  budgets?  32  per  cent  had  income  both  in  cash  and  in 
kind,  28  per  cent  had  cash  resources  only,  and  20  per  cent  had  only  incane  in  kind.  The 
extent  of  the  resources  and  the  form  they  took  varied  among  the  types  of  areas  as  the 
following  table  shows?

Private  resources  are  much  more  common  among  rural  families  than  among  \irban  families; 
the  proportion  of  those  having  resources  ranges  all  the  way  from  6l  per  cent  of  families 
in  metropolitan  counties  to  96  per  cent  of  families  living  on  farms.  Income  in  kind 


accounts  for  a large  part  of  the  resources  of  rural  families,  as  would  be  expected 


The  total  value  of  monthly  resources  of  the  families  equaled  62.9  per  cent 


of  the  value  of  their  monthly  payments  under  the  aid  to  dependent  children  program. 
Stated  In  another  way,  j8.6  per  cent  of  the  Income  of  these  families  came  from  their 
private  resources  while  public  assistance  accounted  for  6l.4  per  cent  of  their  Income. 
While  the  value  of  their  monthly  resources  ranged  from  $1  to  over  $100  for  a very  few 
families,  the  average  (mean)  value  of  resources  for  all  families  was  $36,11,  $33.37  for 
white  families  and  $39*62  for  nonwhite  families. 

OASI  benefits.  Five  per  cent  of  the  families  were  receiving  benefits  under  the 
old-age  and  survivors  Insurance  program.  These  benefits  averaged  $50.53  a month  for 
the  families  receiving  them.  OASI  benefits  accovinted  for  seven  per  cent  of  the  total 
monthly  resources  of  all  recipient  families. 

Suspensions  for  seasonal  employment.  Adults  and  older  children  In  ADC  families 

/ 

are  required  to  accept  work  when  suitable  employment  is  available.  In  many  cases  em- 
ployment can  only  be  taken  In  the  summer,  when  children  are  home  from  school  and  when 
farm  work  Is  available.  An  estimated  I5OO  cases,  representing  8,5  per  cent  of  the 
families  receiving  assistance  in  the  spring  of  1953,  were  terminated  or  suspended  for 
seasonal  employment  during  the  sximmer.  According  to  the  study,  4,6  per  cent  of  the 
families  receiving  aid  In  November  had  had  ADC  payments  terminated  or  suspended  during 
the  summer  for  this  reason.  Indicating  that  nearly  one-half  of  those  with  payments 
terminated  or  suspended  during  the  summer  had  not  retvirned  to  the  program  by  November. 

The  November  study  showed  that  seasonal  terminations  and  suspensions  varied 
by  type  of  area:

The  Federal  sMre  of  money  payments  to  recipients  is  detemined  by  the  following 
formulae ; 

01d->age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Oovernment 
pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding 
$25  • maximum  monthly  payment  is  $55* 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays 

50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However 5 the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  co\mtles  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  neaurly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


counties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  less  than  one-ninth.

Authorization  for  seme  of  the  operations  reported  during  this  quarter  were  given  during 
previous  quarters. 
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Public  Welfare  In  North  Carolina  - February  195*+ 


public  Assistance ; During  February  195*+  recipients  of  old-age  assistance  numbered  50,746. 
This  represented  a decrease  of  0.4  per  cent  from  the  50>9*+2  persons  receiving  assistance 
a year  ago.  The  average  money  payment  for  the  State  has  Increased  from  $29.54  In  February 
1953  to  $30.21  during  the  current  month.  On  February  28,  1954,  there  were  1,817  applica- 
tions for  old-age  assistance  pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare. 

Families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  showed  seasonal  Increases  during 
the  month  with  17,986  families  receiving  assistance  during  February.  In  these  families 
there  were  l6,010  essential  adults  and  51,815  children.  The  average  money  payment  for 
each  person  In  these  families  was  $15.56,  while  the  average  family  payment  was  $58.67.  A 
year  ago  the  person  and  family  averages  were  $15.34  and  $56.44,  respectively.  Applications 
for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  in  county  welfare  departments  nximbered  1,489 
on  February  28,  195*+* 

The  number  of  persons  benefiting  frOTi  the  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled 
program  continues  to  Increase,  and  in  February  195*+  a total  of  8,434  disabled  persons  re- 
ceived grants.  The  average  payment  for  the  State  was  $35»67»  There  were  882  applications 
for  disabled  persons  on  file  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

Following  the  usual  seasonal  pattern  the  number  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance 
Increased  during  the  month.  In  February  195*+  there  were  2,625  cases  receiving  general 
assistance.  This  represents  an  increase  of  28.4  per  cent  over  the  2,045  cases  receiving 
this  type  of  aid  In  February  1953 » The  average  grant  this  month  was  $20.25. 

Services  s The  niunber  of  cases  receiving  only  non-f inanclal  services  was  20,799  in  February 
195*+»  This  was  an  Increase  of  8.0  per  cent  over  the  19,261  cases  reported  In  Pebmiary  1953 
Members  of  county  staffs  rendered  a total  of  45,804  services  not  involving  financial  pay- 
ments to  cases  imder  care.  This  represents  an  Increase  of  4.7  per  cent  over  the  43,731 
services  reported  in  February  1953. 

At  the  close  of  February  195*+  there  were  13,682  individual  children  receiving  services 
from  county  welfare  agencies,  an  Increase  of  5.9  per  cent  over  Febi*uary  1953 • 


Final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  79  children  in  Horth  Carolina  in  February, 
bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  two  months  of  1954  to  157 o At  the  end  of  the 
month  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  l,4l8  additional  children. 

There  were  576  child  labor  certificates  and  20  age  certificates  issued  by  county 
welfare  staffs  in  Pebruary.  The  schools  referred  473  cases  for  investigation  for  non- 
attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  the  same  niamber  of  such  cases.  There 
were  1,684  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Caamlssion. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  Pebimary  28,  1954,  there  were  15,110 
persons  in  State  hospitals  and  sainatorla,  an  increase  of  3.0  per  cent  over  February  1953.  Of 
these,  11,638  persons,  or  8808  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,472 
persons  were  in  the  three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  916  children,  694  boys  and  222  girls,  were  enrolled  in  the 

five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  89I  for  the  end  of  last  month,  and  785  for 

February  28,  1953 » 

The  Franklin  county  home  was  closed  officially  as  of  February  28,  and  was  converted 
into  a licensed  boarding  home.  The  population  of  the  remaining  41  homes  was  1,595  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  During  the  month  there  were  75  separations  from  county  hMnes;  30 
of  these  were  due  to  death.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  23I  licensed  boarding  homes 
for  adults  in  the  State,  an  increase  of  44  such  homes  since  February  1953;  homes  for  white 
persons  numbered  I80,  while  5I  were  for  Negroes. 

There  were  10,096  persons,  9^662  men  and  434  women,  held  in  State  penal  institutions 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  This  represented  an  Increase  of  7»2  per  cent  over  February  28,  1955. 

During  the  month  9p734  persons  were  held  in  99  county  Jails  of  the  State,  and  1,221  of 

them  remained  in  Jail  on  February  28.  There  were  31  children  under  I6  years  of  age  held  in 

county  Jails  during  February. 

There  were  207  persons  reported  in  20  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Nineteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  February  28. 


Juvenile  Court  Hearings  In  1953 
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There  were  4,422  Juvenile  court  hearings  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  during  1953.  Of  these,  2,889  hearings  were  concerned  with  delinquency  (2,321 
boys  and  568  girls),  931  were  dependency  auid  neglect  hearings,  and  602  were  special 
proceedings  relative  to  custody  of  the  child.  Delinquency  hearings  for  boys  Increased 
17  per  cent  over  the  number  reported  In  1952,  while  those  for  girls  Increased  28  per 
cent,  which  was  to  some  extent  due  to  Improvements  In  reporting  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  dependency  and  neglect  hearings  declined  4 per  cent  from  1952,  while  the  niomber 
of  special  proceedings  Increased  only  2 per  cent. 

Over  one-third  of  the  Increase  In  delinquency  hearings  came  In  those  for  which 
truancy  was  the  reason  for  referral.  Truancy  cases  Increased  from  17  per  cent  of  all  de- 
linquency hearings  for  boys  In  1952  to  20. 5 per  cent  In  1953,  and  from  39  to  47.9  per  cent 
of  the  hearings  for  girls.  Indicating  that  during  1953  greater  effort  was  being  applied  to 
the  enforcement  of  school  attendance  laws.  There  was  nearly  as  large  an  Increase  In  cases 
Involving  "acts  of  carelessness  or  mischief,"  which  rose  from  6 per  cent  of  all  delinquency 
cases  In  1952  to  9*9  per  cent  In  1953. 

The  data  on  Juvenile  court  hearings  In  1952  appeared  In  the  March  1953  Issue  of 
Public  Welfare  Statistics,  together  with  a series  of  observations  on  the  data.  These 
observations,  which  hold  also  for  the  1953  data,  concerned  the  following;  (1)  the  large 
excess  of  boys  over  girls  Involved  In  delinquency  hearings;  (2)  the  similarity  of  the 
racial  distribution  of  children  In  the  hearings  to  children  In  the  population;  (3)  the 
Increase  In  delinquency  cases  with  the  Increase  In  age;  (4)  the  fact  that  younger  children 
are  more  likely  to  be  Involved  In  dependency  and  neglect  hearings  and  In  special  proceedings 
(5)  the  frequency  of  offenses  against  property  among  delinquent  boys;  (6)  the  frequency  of 


truancy  among  delinquent  girls;  (7)  the  nmber  of  children  held  in  Jail  or  police  station; 


(8)  the  disposition  of  delinquency  cases,  the  largest  group  of  whoa  were  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  probation  officers;  and  (9)  the  high  proportion  of  children  from  broken 
homes  among  those  involved  in  delinquency  hearings. 

During  1955  the  number  of  children  held  overnight  or  longer  in  Jails  or  police 
stations  remained  about  the  same,  while  there  was  a 12  per  cent  increase  in  the  number 
held  in  detention  homes  and  boarding  homes  for  children.

The  Federal  share  of  money  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following  formulae? 


Old-age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permainently  and  Totally  Disabled ; The  Federal  Government  pays 
four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25.  The 
maximum  monthly  payment  is  $55* 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maxlmiam  monthly  payments  allowed 
are  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 

per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However;,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to 
meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Govearament  pays  over  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to  recipient: 
in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one -seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the  coimtles,  on  the 
average,  pay  slightly  less  than  one-ninth.

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Public  Welfare  In  North  Carolina  - March  195^ 


Public  Asslsteunce ; For  the  fourth  successive  month  case  loads  for  old-ace  assistance 
Increased  slightly  during  March,  as  recipients  during  the  month  numbered  50,955.  Com- 
parison of  the  number  of  recipients  for  March  195*+  with  those  for  March  1953  reveals 
156  more  recipients  for  this  month,  tlie  first  time  since  June  1951  when  a comparison 
with  the  same  month  of  the  pi’evious  year  has  shown  an  Increase.  The  month’s  average 
payment  of  $30.3*+  was  2.5  per  cent  higher  tlian  the  $29.61  reached  a year  ago.  On 
March  31,  195*+,  there  were  1,820  applications  for  old-age  assistance  pending  In  county 
departments  of  public  welfare. 

The  number  of  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  again  showed  seasonal 
Increases  diaring  the  month.  Comparison  of  case  loads  for  March  195*+  with  those  for  March 
1953  Indicates  an  Increase  of  862  families.  In  March  1953  county  departments  reported  a 
total  of  15,450  essential  adults  and  49,528  children,  while  in  March  1954  reports  show 
16,413  adults  and  53,102  children  in  the  18,410  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent 
children.  The  average  family  grant  this  month  was  $59-34,  an  increase  of  4.7  per  cent 
over  the  $56.66  of  a year  ago.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  1,407  applications 
for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  pei*manently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase. 
In  March  1954  a total  of  8,673  disabled  persons  received  grants,  an  increase  of  28.3 
per  cent  over  the  6,759  persons  receiving  assistance  a year  ago.  The  average  payment 
for  the  State  this  month  was  $35.77,  as  compared  with  $35.10  a year  ago.  At  the  end 
of  the  month  there  were  86O  applications  on  file  in  the  State  for  disabled  persons. 

In  contrast  to  the  usual  seasonal  pattern  case  loads  for  general  assistance  de- 
clined during  the  month,  as  2,542  cases  received  grants  averaging  $22.10.  This  repre- 
sents increases  of  24.3  per  cent  in  case  loads  and  22.8  per  cent  in  the  average  grant 


over  a year  ago. 


Services  I There  were  21,626  cases  receiving  only  non-financial  service  reported  by  the 


county  departments  in  March  195^»  A.  total  of  49,39^  services  were  rendered  during  the 
month.  Of  these,  71«4  per  cent  were  given  to  cases  receiving  special  services  only,  the 
remaining  28.6  per  cent  being  rendered  to  cases  receiving  both  special  services  and  assist- 
ance. Services  to  individual  children  and  medical  and  health  care  services  accounted  for 
64.9  per  cent  of  the  total  services. 

On  March  31  there  were  l4,067  children  receiving  services  from  county  welfare 
staffs,  an  increase  of  7«8  per  cent  over  the  13,049  children  reported  as  receiving  services 
a year  ago. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  ijere  registered  for  100  children  in  North  Carolina  in 
March,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  quarter  of  1954  to  257.  At  the  end 
of  the  raonth  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,459  additional  children. 

There  were  925  child  labor  certificates  and  I5  age  certificates  issued  by  county 
welfare  staffs  in  March,  School  officials  referred  47O  cases  for  investigation  for  non- 
attendance  in  school  and  investigations  were  made  on  346  such  cases.  Cases  certified  as 
medically  Indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission  numbered  1,777  i^^  Itorch. 

Bivislon  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services ? On  March  31,  1954,  there  were  15,184 
persons  in  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  increase  of  3.0  per  cent  over  March  1953.  Of 
these,  11,687  persons,  or  88,6  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,497 
persons  were  in  the  three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  899  children,  665  boys  and  234  girls,  were  enrolled  in  the 
five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  916  for  the  end  of  last  raonth  and  832  for 
March  31,  1953, 

The  Alexander  county  home  was  closed  officially  on  March  31  and  was  converted  into 
a licensed  boarding  home,  bringing  the  number  of  county  homes  in  the  State  to  40.  The 
popxilation  of  these  homes  was  1,588  on  March  31.  There  were  54  separations  from  county 


homes  during  the  month,  of  which  14  were  due  to  death 


There  were  10,39**^  persons  held  in  State  penal  institutions  at  the  end  of  the 


month,  an  increase  of  8.4  per  cent  over  March  1953.  This  month's  population  was  composed 
of  9»94?  men  and  447  women. 

During  the  month  10,010  persons  were  held  in  99  county  Jails  of  the  State,  and 
l,ll6  of  them  remained  in  Jail  on  March  31.  There  were  44  children  under  l6  years  of 
age  held  in  county  Jails  during  March. 

There  were  185  persons  reported  in  15  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty-two  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  March  31. 
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Children  Placed  for  Adoption 
July  1,  19^52,  to  June  30,  1955 


The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  so  far  received  reports  of  approximately  1,300 
petitions  for  adoption  which  were  filed  during  fiscal  year  1953.  By  August  1,  1953,  1,194 
of  these  petitions  had  been  received  by  the  State  Office.  A statistical  analysis  has  been 
made  of  these  1,194  children,  and.  the  more  significant  of  the  findings  are  presented  below. 
While  about  10  per  cent  of  the  petitions  actually  filed  during  the  year  are  omitted  from  this 
report,  it  is  highly  doubtful  that  they  would  affect  the  dlstributio.ns  in  any  important  re- 
spect. 

The  racial  distribution  of  the  adopted  children  was:  84.9  per  cent  white,  11.9  Per 
cent  Negro,  0,8  per  cent  other  races,  and  2.4  per  cent,  race  not  reported.

Because  of  important  differences  between  them.,  the  three  groups  are  considered  separately; 
placements  with  relatives,  independent  placements  with  non-relatives,  and  agency  place- 
ments. 

Placements  with  relatives,  Tvio-flfths  of  the  children  for  whom  adoption  petitions 
were  filed  were  adopted  by  a relative.  The  majority  of  these — 54.2  per  cent — were  adopted 
by  a stepparent!  22.7  per  cent  were  adopted  by  an  uncle  or  an  aunt,  13.1  per  cent  by  a 


grandparent,  and  the  other  10  per  cent  by  various  other  relatives. 


The  situations  giving  rise  to  the  need  for  adoption  tended  to  be  quite  different 


for  children  adopted  by  relatives  than  for  those  adopted  by  non-relatives,  as  the  fol- 
lowing percentage  breakdoi/ns  show:

VJhile  a large  percentage --44, 4 per  cent--of  children  placed  with  relatives  were  born 
out  of  wedlock,  over  three -fourths  of  those  placed  with  non-relatives  had  this  status. 

The  other  large  group  of  children  placed  with  relatives  were  those  whose  natural  parents 
were  no  longer  living  together — 39-6  per  cent.  (Seventy  per  cent  of  these  were  adopted 
by  stepparents.)  Eleven  per  cent  were  full  or  half  orphans. 

Children  adopted  by  relatives  tend  to  be  much  older  at  the  time  the  petition  is 
filed  than  other  children  placed  for  adoption.  Their  median  age  last  year  was  5*7  years, 
as  opposed  to  months  for  children  placed  independently  with  non-relatives  and  11  months 
for  children  placed  by  social  agencies.  Only  19  per  cent  of  the  children  placed  with 
relatives  vrere  under  two  years  of  age  at  time  of  petition,  as  compared  with  69  per  cent 
of  all  those  placed  with  non-relatives. 

Independent  placements  with  non-relatives.  Over  one-fifth  of  the  adoption  peti- 
tions last  year  involved  independent  placements  of  children  with  non-relatives,  in  spite 
of  the  dangers  inherent  in  this  kind  of  arrangement.  Some  of  the  unfortunate  results 


likely  to  follow  from  such  placements  are  that  the  child  is  not  placed  in  the  home  that 


woi'.id  best  meet  his  needs,  the  natural  and  the  adoptive  parents  are  known  to  each  other, 
the  adoptive  parents  fall  under  obligation  to  the  natxiral  parent,  the  natural  parent  may 
revoke  consent  to  the  adoption  any  time  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  placement,  and 
the  child  may  become  torn  between  conflicting  loyalties  to  two  sets  of  parents.  Fifty- 
eight  per  cent  of  these  children  were  under  one  year  of  age  at  the  time  they  were  placed 
in  the  adoptive  homes;  thirty  per  cent  were  less  than  one  month  old.  Only  seven  per  cent 
were  six  years  of  age  or  over  when  they  were  placed. 

Public  and  private  social  agency  placements.  Most  agency  placements  made  last 
year  involved  babies  less  than  six  months  of  age:  63  per  cent  of  the  children  placed  by 
departments  of  public  welfare  and  73  per  cent  of  those  placed  by  private  agencies.  Most 
of  tlie  children  were  less  than  one  year  of  ages  79  per  cent  of  public  agency  placements 
and  38  per  cent  of  private  social  agency  placements.  Eighty-six  per  cent  of  all  children 
placed  by  agencies  were  born  out  of  wedlock;  9 per  cent  came  from  homes  broken  by  divorce 
or  separation,  2 per  cent  were  orphans,  and  3 pe^*  cent  had  parents  still  living  together. 

Experience  has  shown  the.t  adoptions  by  non-relatives  are  most  successful  when  the 
children  are  placed  through  social  agencies,  including  county  departments  of  public  welfare 
and  approved  private  child  placing  agencies.  The  staffs  of  these  agencies  are  trained  and 
equipped  to  take  the  steps  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  and  best  interests  of  the  natural 
parents,  adoptive  parents,  and  children.  The  actions  taken  by  the  social  agency  Includes 
consultation  by  a skilled  social  worker  with  the  unmarried  mother  or  other  parent  i^lshing 
to  release  a child  for  adoption,  insuring  that  the  parent  understands  fully  the  consequences 
of  this  act;  the  careful  study  of  the  child— its  heredity,  physical  and  mental  condition; 
careful  evaluation  of  all  applicants  for  adoption  and  selection  of  the  family  best  suited  to 
the  particular  child  and  best  equipped  to  give  proper  care  to  the  child;  the  provision  of 
temporary  care  for  the  child  until  expiration  of  the  thirty-day  period  during  which  tlie  re- 
lease and  surrender  of  the  child  may  be  revoked  and  until  careful  plans  for  placement  can  be 
completed;  checking  to  insure  that  all  proper  legal  procedures  are  followed;  and,  after  the 
child  has  been  placed  and  until  the  adoption  becomes  final,  making  periodic  visits  to  assist 
with  the  adjustments  the  family  and  the  child  are  making  to  each  other.

The  Federal  share  of  money  payments  to  recipients  Is  determined  by  the  following 
formulae ; 

01d.^age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government 
pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding 
$25.  The  maximum  monthly  payment  is  $55. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $50  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays 

50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  cf  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three -fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 
counties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  less  than  one-ninth.

Public  Assistance ; A slight  Increase  occurred  In  old..age  assistance  case  loads  and  the 
average  payment  to  recipients  during  April  as  compared  with  March.  The  51.206  persons  65 
years  of  age  or  over  receiving  grants  in  April  was  0.8  per  cent  higher  than  the  50,819 
persons  receiving  assistance  In  April  1953o  This  month's  average  payment  of  $30.43  was 
2.6  per  cent  higher  chan  the  $29.67  of  3 year  ago.  There  were  1,642  old-age  assistance 
applications  pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare  on  April  30,  1954,  as  com- 
pared with  1,216  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  continued  to  Increase  this 
month,  as  did  the  average  grant.  A total  of  18,675  families,  Including  16,642  adults  ana 
53,837  children,  received  assistance  during  April.  The  average  family  grant  was  $59.62, 
while  the  average  grant  per  person  was  $15.80,  There  was  an  increase  of  5 <>9  Per  cent  over 
the  17,639  families  receiving  assistance  in  April  1955 » The  percentage  Increases  in  aver- 
age grants  during  the  twelve-month  period  for  a family  and  a person  were  5»0  and  3.2,  re- 
spectively. There  were  1,298  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  In 
county  departments  at  the  end  of  this  month,  as  compared  with  912  applications  pending  a 
year  ago. 

3ase  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase. 

In  April  1954  payments  were  made  co  8,865  pe^'soas,  with  an  average  grant  of  $35«8o.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  27.9  Pe-  cent  over  the  6,933  persons  receiving  assistance  In 
April  1953!,  anu  an  increase  of  2.1  per  cent  in  the  average  payment  in  the  past  year. 

A slight,  decrease  was  noted  in  general  assistance  case  loads  during  the  month,  as 
cases  receiving  assistance  numbered  2,519®  This  was  an  increase  of  29.3  per  cent  over  the 
1,948  cases  aided  in  April  1953.  The  average  payment  of  $21,72  for  this  month  was  6.7  per 
cent  higher  t>jan  the  $20,36  average  of  a year  age. 


Services ; County  welfare  staffs  reported  a total  of  21,387  cases  receiving  only  non-flnan- 


Qial  sej’vice  ia  April  195^ « wMeh  Is  a 10  per  cent  increase  over  the  195441  cases  reported 
a year  agOo  Of  the  455443  services  rendered  during  the  month,  70«5  per  cent  were  given  to 
eases  receiving  noa~finaneial  services  only.  The  remaining  29o5  per  cent  were  given  to  eases 
receiving  both  flnaacial  assistance  and  special  services. 

On  April  30j  1954 „ there  were  14,367  individual  children  receiving  services  from 
county  departments  of  public  welfare o !Phis  was  an  increase  of  8,8  per  cent  over  the  I35205 
children  reported  at  the  end  ©f  April  1953 o This  month  5I  Pei”  cent  of  the  children  were  in 
cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers. 

Final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  107  children  in  North  Carolina  in  April, 
bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  foiir  months  of  1954  to  364,  At  the  end  of  the 
laonth  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,431  additional  children. 

There  were  971  child  labor  certificates  and  18  age  certificates  issued  by  county  welfare 
staffs  in  April,  The  schools  referred  340  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school, 
and  investigations  were  made  on  319  such  cases.  There  were  2,0l6  eases  certified  as  medically 
indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Sare  Commission,  an  increase  of  33.5  Per  cent  over  the 

I, 510  certifications  of  a year  ag®. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  April  30,  1954,  there  were  13,212  per- 
sons in  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  increase  of  3,3  per  cent  over  April  1953.  Of  these, 

II, 702  persons,  or  88,6  per  sent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,510  persons 
were  In  the  three  Stats  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  fshe  month  90I  children,  652  boys  and  249  girls,  were  enrolled  in  the  five 
State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  899  f^r  the  end  of  last  month  and  884  on  April  30, 
1953, 

The  Stokes  county  heme  burned  during  the  month,  bringing  the  number  of  county  homes 
in  the  State  to  39«  1'he  population  of  the  remaining  homes  was  1,538  on  April  30,  There  were 
94  separations  from  county  homes  during  the  month,  of  which  19  were  due  to  death. 


A slight  decrease  occurred  In  the  State  penal  population  during  the  month.  The 
total  prisoner  population  on  April  30  was  10,276.  However,  this  represented  an  Increase 
of  8.5  per  cent  In  the  past  year.  This  month's  population  consisted  of  9.837  ®en  and  439 
women. 

During  the  month  9.571  persons  were  held  In  99  county  Jails  of  the  State,  as  com- 
pared with  9.387  persons  held  In  April  1953.  Remaining  In  jail  on  April  30  were  1,028 
persons.  Tliere  were  28  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during  April. 

There  were  305  persons  reported  In  19  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty-five  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  April  30. 

Eugenics  Boards  Sterilization  operations  for  73  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics 
Board  during  the  quarter  January-March  195^*  Of  the  80  operations  for  which  surgeons  re- 
turned reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs  for  43  non- institutional  cases  were  met  by 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  37  operations  for  Institutional  cases  were 


met  by  State  institutions 


ei-3a?aet eristics  ©f  Recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance 

During  April  1953  a study  into  conditions  among  recipients  of  old  age  assistance 
was  conducted  by  tlae  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  as  part  of  a nation->wide  study  directed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Assistance  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare. 
Case  workers  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare  completed  questionnaires  for  this 
purpose  on  a representative  sample  of  2,075  Worth  Carolinians  receiving  old  age  assistance 
The  more  important  findings  of  this  study  are  summarized  below.  A discussion  of  these 
findings  will  be  included  in  the  June  195^  issue  of  Public  Welfare  Mews. 

1.  Arjproximately  one-fifth  of  the  elderly  persons  in  the  State  receive  old  age  assistance 

2,  WMls  65  years  is  the  minimum  age  for  receiving  assistance,  most  recipients  tend  to 
be  much  older,  and  dependency  ©n  public  assistance  increases  with  age.  (See  the  recip- 
ient rates  for  age  groups  is  Table  A.])  Over  Wo=flfths  of  the  population  85  years  and 
over  receive  assistance.  The  average  (median)  age  of  all  recipients  is  74.3  years. 

3„  Over  tiiree-fifths  of  all  recipients  are  women j the  recipient  rate  for  women  is  more 
than  40  per  cent  higher  tllmn  the  recipient  rate  for  men. 

4-0  Eighty  per  cent  ©f  the  recipients  are  able  to  take  care  of  themselves  in  the  home, 
while  the  other  twenty  per  cent  require  considerable  care  from  others,  (See  ©over  chart.) 

5.  The  great  mjority°<=80  per  cent—of  the  recipients  live  with  their  spouses  or  other 
relatives.  (See  Table  B,|  Over  half  of  the  recipients  and/or  their  spouses  have  responsl 
biilty  for  their  homes,  but  only  13.7  P®^"  cent  own  the  homes  in  which  they  live.  Nearly 
Imlf  are  living  with  one  or  more  children.  While  47  per  sent  of  the  elderly  men  are 
living  with  their  wives,  only  18  per  cent  of  the  female  recipients  have  husbands  with 
whom  they  are  living, 

6,  The  homes  of  older  recipients  appear  to  be  no  more  crowded  than  homes  in  the  State 
are  generally  found  to  be.  While,  according  to  the  latest  census  report,  11.0  per  cent 


©f  all  dwelling  units  In  the  State  have  an  average  of  more  than  one  and  one-half  persons 


per  room,  only  9«7  per  cent  of  the  recipients  live  In  homes  as  crowded. 

7.  Modern  living  conveniences  are  found  much  less  frequently  In  the  homes  of  recipients 
than  In  other  homes.  (See  Table  C.)  This  Is  especially  true  of  plumbing  facilities. 
Only  l6.4  per  cent  of  the  recipients  have  telephone  service  In  their  homes.

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  s The  Fedveral  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-jjalf  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $30  each  for  the  ff^’st  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child. 

State  and  co’unty  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows s The  State  pays 
50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


co’unties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  less  than  one -ninth,

Autho2>lzation  for  some  of  the  operations  reported  during  'this  quarter  were  given 
during  previous  quarters o 
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Public  Assistance ; For  the  sixth  successive  month  old-a^e  assistance  case  leads  lncre3sed 
slightly  during  May.  A total  of  51.369  persons  receives  an  average  money  payment  of  $30.48 
In  Ma.y  195*^-.  This  represented  an  Increase  of  1.1  per  cent  In  case  loads  over  tlie  50,813 
persons  receiving  assistance  In  May  1953.  The  average  grant  has  risen  2.6  per  cent  in  the 
past  year  over  the  $29.71  reported  In  May  1953.  There  vrere  1,620  old-age  assistance  ap- 
plications pending  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare  on  May  31,  1954,  as  compared 
with  1,186  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  case  loads  again  increased  this  month,  with  18,733  fami- 
lies receiving  assistance  In  May.  Included  in  these  families  ware  16,740  essential  adults 
and  5^.095  children.  This  represented  percentage  Increases  of  6.9,  7»S.  and  3.7  in  fami- 
lies, adults,  and  children,  respectively,  over  May  1953.  Money  pay?ierits  for  this  prograni 
in  May  averaged  $59.79  per  family  and' $15.86  per  person.  The  average  pa^vients  showed 
Increases  of  5«0  per  cent  per  family  and  3.4  per  cent  per  person  over  a j^ear  ago.  At  the 
end  of  May  there  were  1,273  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  pending  in 
county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with  849  applications  pending  a year 
ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase , 
as  they  have  each  month  since  March  1951  when  the  first  pa^mients  were  made  in  North  Caro- 
lina. This  month  9.038  persons  received  an  average  money  payment  of  $35.S9«  At  the  end 
of  the  month  applications  for  801  additional  persons  were  pending  in  the  State . 

Seasonal  decreases  were  reflected  in  general  assistance  case  loads  In  Ma.y,  Cases 
receiving  this  type  of  local  assistance  numbered  2,206,  an  increase  of  25.8  per  cent  over 
May  1953.  The  average  payment  this  month  was  $21.77.  an  increase  of  9.1  per  cent  over 
the  payment  of  $19.95  a year  ago. 

Services ; During  the  month  the  number  of  cases  receiving  only  non-f inancial  services 
was  21,302,  This  was  an  Increase  of  8.4  per  cent  over  the  19.65I  cases  reported  as 


active  In  May  1953.  A total  of  44,655  non-f Inancial  services  were  rendered  to  persons

by  county  vrelfare  departments  In  May.  Of  these,  31,393  were  given  to  cases  receiving 
special  services  only. 

The  number  of  individual  children  who  received  services  during  the  month  was  15,712. 
Children  were  the  recipients  of  44,4  per  cent  of  the  total  services  given.  Of  the  14,279 
children  continuing  to  receive  service  at  the  end  of  the  month,  47  per  cent  were  living  with 
their  parents,  while  3^  pei*  cent  were  in  foster  homes  either  with  relatives  or  non-relatives. 
An  additional  11  per  cent  were  in  Institutions,  and  the  remaining  8 per  cent  were  in  boarding 
schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 

Final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  II7  children  in  Morth  Carolina  in  Eaj , 
bringing  the  total  registrations  to  date  in  195^  to  48l.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption 
proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,404  additional  children. 

Child  labor  certificates  issued  in  May  numbered  1,249.  In  addition  62  age  certifi- 
cates were  issued.  The  schools  referred  144  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in 
school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  137  such  cases.  There  X'jere  1,636  cases  certified 
as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  CommisEloii, 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Service sj  On  May  31,  195^,  there  were  13,266 
persons  in  sanatoria,  an  increase  of  3»9  pej^  cent  over  May  1953 » Of  these,  11,716  persons, 
or  88.3  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,550  persons  were  in  the 
three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  9OI  children,  643  boys  and  258  girls,  were  enrolled  in 
the  five  State  training  schools.  This  vias  the  same  number  reported  at  the  end  of  April, 
but  represents  an  Increase  over  the  865  children  enrolled  on  May  31,  1955 • 

The  population  of  the  39  county  homes  in  the  State  was  1,536  on  May  51«  There 
were  40  separations  from  county  homes  during  the  month.  Of  these,  23  i^ere  due  to  death. 

For  the  second  sxiccessive  month  there  v^as  a slight  decrease  in  the  State  penal 
population.  The  total  prisoner  population  on  llay  31  was  10,235,  However,  this  Is  an  in- 
crease of  9»^  per  cent  in  the  past  year.  This  month's  population  consisted  of  9,784  men 


and  451  women. 


During  the  month  9.631  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State,  as 
compared  with  9.218  persons  held  during  May  1953*  Remaining  In  Jail  at  the  end  of  this 
month  were  1,112  persons.  There  were  33  children  under  l6  years  of  age  held  Iji  county 
Jails  during  May. 

There  vrere  288  persons  reported  In  19  \;or3thouscs  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Seventeen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  May  31. 


Vendor  Payments  for  Hospitalization 
In  Public  Assistance 

The  end  of  June  195^  marked  the  completion  of  three  years  of  experience  in  North 
Carolina  with  the  program  of  vendor  payments  for  the  hospitalisation  of  recipients  of  old 
age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled. 
Made  permissive  by  the  195^  Amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  the  North  Carolina  plan 
became  effective  on  July  i,  1951» 

Under  the  terms  of  the  State  plan,  the  State  and  Federal  governments  participate 
with  the  county  in  the  cost  of  providing  hospital  care  to  assistance  recipients  who  are  In 
need  of  it.  The  araount  on  which  there  is  participation  each  month  must  not  exceed  the  dif- 
ference between  the  recipient's  assistance  payment  and  the  maximum  grant,  although  the  pay- 
ment for  a single  period  of  hospitalisation  may  be  extended  over  a nujaber  of  months.  The 
amount  participated  in  during  the  last  three  years  he.s  also  been  limited  to  $6,00  per  day 
of  residence  in  the  hospital,  of  which  $3.00  was  paid  by  the  Federal  government,  $1,50  by 
the  State,  and  $1„50  by  the  county.  Payments  above  $6.00  per  day  have  had  to  be  met  by 
the  county,  in  addition  to  payments  for  hospitalisation  for  persons  receiving  the  maximum 
grant.  On  July  1,  195^ > the  base  amount  is  being  increased  to  $8.00  per  day,  of  which  $4,00 
is  to  be  paid  by  the  Federal  government,  $2.00  by  the  State,  and  $2.00  by  the  county.

County  departments  of  public  welfare  have  increas5.ngly  taken  advantage  of  the  program  d^iring 
the  three  years  of  its  existence.  Expenditures  during  the  second  year  were  more  than  double 
those  in  the  first  year.  However,  expenditures  Increased  only  28  per  cent  in  the  third  year. 
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Total  pa:’tients  for  hospitalization  are  nuch  hlf^r  for  the  51,000  persons  receiving 
old  as©  assistance  than  for  the  l6,000  to  15,000  faallioc  receiving;  aid  to  dependent  children. 
The  total  is  lowest  in  aid  to  the-  pemanently  and  totally  dlsajled. , but  In  vie;;  of  the  lev/ 
number  of  recipients  Ijt  this  pi’ocram  the  anount  Is  hli,h;  this  is  to  be  expeeood,  since  dis- 
ability Is  a requirement  for  ellc;l'bllity  for  this  type  of  assistance.  Ttic  total  payments 
at  $o.00  per  day  during  the  last  fiscal  year  amount  to  an  averacjc  of  apyj’oxlmately  ','2.75  per 
recipient  for  all  persons  recelvlne  old  ace  assistance,  $1.40  per  person  receiving  r.id  to 
dependent  children,  and  $5-35  per  recipient  of  aid  to  the  permanently  .and  totally  disabled. 

Detailed  tabulations  have  recently  been  completed  on  public  assistance  recipients 
for  whom  vendor  payments  for  hospitalization  were  made  during;  the  flsc  'l  year  1552-5”  • These 
vrlll  be  reported  more  fully  in  a forthcoming  bulletin.  Accordlnc  to  this  report,  there  were 
4,005  persons  hospitalized  from  July  1,  1552,  to  June  30,  1953,  for  i-rhom  participation  was 
claimed.  Of  these,  1,897  were  recipients  of  old  age  assistance,  892  were  adults  and  73^ 
v;ere  children  in  aid  to  dependent  children  families,  and  45S  were  recipients  of  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled.  This  amounts  to  approximately  3.8  per  cent  of  all  recip- 
ients of  old  age  assistance,  2.6  per  cent  of  all  persons  receiviiig  aid  to  dependent  childrer., 
and  5»7  per  cent  of  all  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  recipients.  Average 
lengths  of  stay  in  the  hospital  v/ere  nearly  two  weeks  for  the  older  recipients j 13.9  days 
for  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  and  13.1  days  for  old  age  assistance  recipients. 
Recipients  of  aid  to  dependent  children  remained  in  the  hospital  for  an  average  of  se^ren  days.

Aid  to  Dependent  Childrens  Tbe  Federal  Government  pays  four^fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one=half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  pa,yments 
allowed  are  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  folloT».iss  The  State  pays 
50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government, 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three  =>f our ths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


counties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  less  than  one-ninth

Public  Assistance ; The  close  of  the  fiscal  year  found  old-age  assistance  case  loads 
slightly  larger  than  a year  ago.  This  month  ,k2$  persons  received  grants,  representing 
an  Increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  the  ^0,j86  recipients  reported  In  June  1953-  During 
the  same  period  the  average  grant  Increased  from  $29«7*<-  in  June  1953  to  $30.52  In  June 
195*^*  In  the  past  twelve  months  action  was  taken  on  11,644  applications  for  old-age 
assistance  In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with  9.599  applications 
during  the  fiscal  year  1952-53.  This  year  payments  were  authorized  for  7,262  persons, 

62.4  per  cent  of  the  total;  last  year's  percentage  was  63.3.  There  were  4,382  cases  for 
which  payment  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  the  application  disposed  of 
for  other  reasons.  On  June  30  applications  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,613  additional 
persons,  as  compared  with  1,178  applications  on  June  30,  1953. 

A seasonal  decrease  was  noted  in  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children 
payments  during  June.  This  month  18,483  families,  Including  16,485  adults  and  53,104 
children,  received  grants  averaging  $59.96  per  family.  This  represented  an  Increase  of 
9.1  per  cent  over  the  16,934  families  receiving  assistance  in  June  1953  and  an  Increase  of 
5 per  cent  over  last  year's  average  grant  of  $57.12.  During  the  fiscal  year  covmty  de- 
partments of  public  welfare  disposed  of  11,455  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children. 
Payment  was  authorized  for  8,032  families,  70.1  per  cent  of  the  total.  These  figures  com- 
pare with  8,909  applications  on  which  action  was  taken  In  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and 
6,477  families  for  whom  payments  were  authorized  - 72.7  Per  cent  of  the  total.  An  ad- 
ditional 1,179  applications  were  pending  In  the  State  at  the  end  of  the  month,  as  compared 
with  828  applications  on  file  on  June  30,  1953. 

This  month  9,218  persons  received  an  average  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  grant  of  $35.97*  There  were  7,297  persons  receiving  this  relatively  new  type 
of  assistance  in  June  1953,  and  at  that  time  the  average  grant  was  $35.09*  Action  was 
taken  In  the  State  on  a total  of  4,893  applications  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  to- 


tally disabled  during  the  fiscal  year.  Of  these  assistance  was  authorized  for  3,700  per- 
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sons,  75-6  per  cent  of  the  total;  last  year  the  percentage  of  applications  authorized  was  78. 
The  remaining  1,193  applications  were  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  were  disposed 
of  for  other  reasons.  On  June  50  applicat J.ons  were  pending  in  the  State  for  865  disabled 
persons,  as  compared  with  539  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

During  the  past  year  500  general  assistance  cases  have  been  transferred  to  aid  to 
the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  Tliere  were  2,269  cases  receiving  general  assistance 
this  month,  30.3  per  cent  more  than  the  1,7^1  cases  receiving  assistance  a year  ago.  The 
average  grant  in  June  was  $21.70 > an  increase  of  8.8  per  cent  over  the  grant  of  $19.94 
reached  a year  ago. 

Services s County  departments  of  public  welfare  reported  a total  of  20,899  non=finaneial 
service  only  cases  as  active  in  June  195^  1 increase  of  4.5  per  cent  over  the  19, 99® 
cases  reported  a year  ago.  A total  of  42,719  services  wei’e  rendered  to  persons  by  cotmty 
offices  in  June,  Cases  receiving  non-financlal  service  only  accounted  for  69  per  cent  of 
these  services.  The  remaining  31  per  cent  were  given  to  cases  receiving  both  financial 
assistance  and  special  services. 

At  the  end  of  June  there  were  13,792  children  receiving  special  services  from 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Approximately  52  per  cent  of  the  children  ^^ere  in 
cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers, 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  136  children  In  North  Carolina  in 
June,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  six  months  of  195^  to  617,  as  compared 
with  559  final  orders  for  the  same  period  last  year.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption 
proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,395  additional  chil'iren. 

There  were  2,576  child  labor  certificates  and  5I  age  certificates  issued  by  county 
welfare  staffs  in  June.  This  was  an  increase  of  more  than  1,300  over  the  number  reported 
in  May  and  is  a reflection  of  summer  vacations  from  school.  There  were  1,637  persons 
certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services  s On  J-une  30,  195^  there  were  13,434 


persons  In  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  Increase  of  5 per  cent  over  June  1953.  Of 
these,  11,738  persons,  or  87,4  per  cent,  were  In  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,696 
persons  were  In  the  three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  894  children,  652  boys  and  242  girls,  were  enrolled  in  the 
five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  with  9OI  children  on  May  3I,  1954,  and  820 
children  on  June  30,  1953.  ‘The  Wilson  coxmty  home  was  closed  officially  as  of  June  30 
and  was  converted  Into  a licensed  boarding  home.  The  population  of  the  38  remaining  county 
homes  In  the  State  was  1,500  at  the  end  of  the  month.  There  were  75  separations  from 
county  homes  during  the  month,  of  which  I8  were  due  to  death. 

The  population  of  the  State  penal  Institutions  declined  during  the  month.  However, 
the  10,058  persons  held  at  the  end  of  June  represented  an  Increase  of  7 per  cent  over  a 
year  ago.  There  were  9,630  men  and  428  women  In  this  month's  population. 

During  the  month  9,218  persons  were  held  In  99  county  Jails  of  the  State,  as  compared 
with  8,999  persons  held  In  June  1953.  Remaining  In  Jail  on  June  30  were  998  persons. 

There  were  47  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  dxxrlng  June, 

There  were  335  persons  reported  In  21  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  June  30, 
Seventeen  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  the  last  day  of  the  month. 


School  Attendance  Cases 

Referred  to  County  Departments  of  Public  Welfare 


During  the  1955~5^  school  year  there  were  3,353  school  attendance  eases  referred 
by  school  personnel  to  county  departments  of  public  welfare  In  North  Carolina.  Department 
staff  members  made  Investigations  into  3,047  of  these  cases. 

There  has  been  a gradual  downward  trend  In  the  number  of  school  attendance  cases 
referred  to  departments  of  public  welfare  from  the  5,065  cases  referred  during  the  1947-48 
school  year.  This  decline  has  been  accompanied  by  the  increase  In  school  attendance  of- 
ficers serving  in  the  State.  There  were  45  attendance  officers  in  the  State  In  1947s  by 
the  fall  of  1953  there  were  63.  The  63  officers  provided  service  in  70  of  the  174  school 
systems  of  the  State,  several  of  them  working  in  two  or  more  systems.  Sixty  of  the  100 
counties  of  State  were  without  the  services  of  school  attendance  officers  diiring  the  last 
school  year.  Where  no  special  attendance  officer  is  employed,  the  superintendent  of  public 
welfare  is  legally  responsible  to  enforce  the  compulsory  school  attendance  law. 

As  is  shown  in  the  table  on  the  following  page,  eight  covintles  reported  more  than 
100  school  attendance  cases  referred.  In  decreasing  order  by  number  of  cases,  these  were 
Wilkes--wlth  266  referrals,  Caldwell,  Wayne,  Beaufort,  Pasquotank,  Martin,  McDowell,  and 
Moore  counties.  Eighteen  other  counties  reported  from  50  bo  99  cases  referred.  Only  31 
counties  reported  no  eases  referred  to  the  department  of  public  welfare.

Aid  to  Dependent  Childrens  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one -half  of  the  balance « The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $50  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows s The  State  pays 
50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government . 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three -fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 
counties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  less  than  one-ninth.

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Publlc  Assistance  ; Old-age  assistance  case  loads  Increased  slightly  during  July.  A total 
of  51,554  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over  received  payments,  representing  an  Increase  of 
750  recipients  -1.5  per  cent  - over  the  number  receiving  assistance  In  July  1953.  The 
average  grant  In  July  1954  was  $30.64,  an  Increase  of  2.8  per  cent  In  the  twelve-month 
period.  On  July  31,  1954,  there  were  l,6l6  applications  for  old-age  assistance  pending 
In  county  departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with  1,139  applications  pending 
a year  ago . 

A sharp  seasonal  decrease  occurred  In  aid  to  dependent  children  families  re- 
ceiving assistance  In  July,  as  17,452  families  received  grants  averaging  $60.26. 

Included  in  these  families  were  15,464  essential  adults  and  50,098  children,  resulting 
In  an  average  payment  per  person  of  $l6.04.  However,  this  month's  case  load  represented 
an  Increase  of  12.9  Per  cent  over  the  15,896  families  aided  in  July  1953.  During  the 
past  year  the  percentage  increases  in  family  and  person  grants  have  been  5*4  and  4.0, 
respectively.  At  the  end  of  the  current  month  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  child- 
ren grants  pending  In  county  departments  In  the  State  numbered  1,240;  a year  ago  there 
were  761  applications  pending. 

Aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  case  loads  continue  to  increase, 
as  they  have  each  month  since  the  inception  of  the  program.  In  July  an  average  grant 
of  $36.09  was  paid  to  9,344  persons.  In  the  past  year  case  loads  have  Increased  25. 1 
per  cent,  while  the  average  grant  has  increased  only  2.7  per  cent.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  856  applications  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  were  pending 
in  the  State,  as  compared  with  600  pending  applications  on  July  31,  1953. 

Cases  receiving  general  assistance  decreased  only  slightly  in  July.  There 
were  2,251  cases  receiving  this  type  of  local  assistance  in  July  1954,  with  an  aver- 
age payment  of  $20.87.  This  represents  an  Increase  of  30.2  per  cent  in  case  loads 


during  the  past  year. 
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Services ; In  July  cases  receiving  only  non-f inancial  service  nmbered  l8,  7^9.  This 
v;as  an  increase  of  12.7  per  cent  over  the  l6,640  cases  reported  in  July  1953,  the 
month  the  current  system  of  reporting  was  inaugurated.  A total  of  40,  l62  services  were 
rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare  during  the  month.  Of  this 
number  69  per  cent  were  to  persons  not  benefiting  from  any  of  the  categorical  aid  pro- 
grams, while  the  remaining  31  per  cent  were  to  persons  receiving  both  special  services 
and  financial  assistance. 

At  the  end  of  July  there  were  13,533  children  receiving  special  services  from 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Of  this  number  5^  per  cent  were  in  cases  carried 
by  child  welfare  case  workers.  Forty-five  per  cent  of  the  children  were  in  their  par- 
ents' homes  and  36  per  cent  were  in  foster  homes  with  either  relatives  or  non-relatives. 
Orphanages  and  correctional  Institutions  were  caring  for  11  per  cent  of  the  children; 
the  remaining  8 per  cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  IO7  children  in  North  Carolina  in 
July,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  seve«  months  of  195^  to  724.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,398  additional 
children . 

During  July  staffs  of  county  welfare  departments  Issued  1,704  child  labor  cer- 
tificates and  40  age  certificates.  There  were  1,558  cases  certified  as  medically 
indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services ; On  July  3I,  195^,  there  were  13,428 
persons  in  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  Increase  of  4.9  per  cent  over  July  1953. 

Of  these,  11,742  persons,  or  87.4  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining 
1,686  persons  were  in  the  three  State  Sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy 
hosp ital . 

The  population  of  the  five  State  training  schools  showed  a seasonal  decline 
during  the  month.  At  the  end  of  July  867  children,  634  boys  and  233  girls,  were  enrolled. 


This  compares  with  894  children  on  June  30,  1954,  and  810  for  July  31,  1953. 


The  population  of  the  58  county  homes  in  the  Siate  was  1,505  on  July  31. 


There  were  37  separations  from  county  homes  during  the  month,  of  which  24  were  due 
to  death  . 

There  were  9.970  persons  held  in  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  an  increase  of  7.4  per  cent  during  the  past  year.  This  month's  population 
was  composed  of  9.525  men  and  445  women. 

During  the  month  10,456  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  Jails  of  the 
State,  as  compared  with  10,040  persons  held  in  July  1953.  Remaining  in  Jail  on 
July  31  were  1,253  persons.  There  were  36  children  under  16  years  of  age  held  in 
county  Jails  during  July. 

There  were  354  persons  reported  in  21  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms 
on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Eighteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on 
July  31. 

Eugenics  Board ; Sterilization  operations  for  86  persons  wore  authorized  by  the 
Eugenics  Board  during  the  quarter  April  - June  195^-  0^"  the  74  operations  for  which 

surgeons  returned  reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs  for  45  non-lnstitutional 
cases  were  met  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  29  operations  for 


institutional  cases  were  met  by  State  institutions. 


Contributions  of  Community  Organizations 
to  Public  Welfare  in  North  Carolina 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  number  of  civic  clubs  and  voluntary  organiza- 
tions making  contributions  to  the  public  welfare  program  in  North  Carolina.  This 
is  true  to  a considerable  extent  because  staff  members  of  county  departments  of 
public  welfare  are  giving  positive  interpretation  to  a program  which  has  appeal 
for  the  volunteer  and  for  the  organization  which  he  represents. 

In  a survey  made  in  1951  the  superintendents  of  public  welfare  in  97 
counties  listed  2,204  civic  clubs  and  local  organizations.  As  was  pointed  out 
in  a report  on  that  survey,  the  "total  figure  does  not  Include  all  of  the  organi- 
zations in  the  counties  with  welfare  Interests,  such  as  professional  groups  - - - 
and  many  groups  with  membership  from  limited  areas  within  the  county  that  confine 
their  activities  to  their  own  particular  community."!/ 

In  a follow  up  survey  Conducted  during  the  spring  of  195*^-»  and  covering 
the  calendar  year  1953,  superintendents  of  public  welfare  in  9*+  counties  listed 
2,578  civic  clubs  and  local  organizations.  It  is  estimated  that  if  all  counties 
had  reported  the  voluntary  organizations  for  both  years  there  would  have  been  a 
total  for  the  State  of  2,279  groups  in  1951  and  2,702  in  1953  - an  increase  of 
12  per  cent  in  the  two-year  period.  The  same  types  of  organizations  were  listed 
in  both  surveys.  It  is  realized  that  a few  groups  were  organized  during  this 
period  from  1951  to  1953,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  Increase  is  due  primarily  to  a 
better  knowledge  of  community  resources,  which,  if  true,  is  significant  of  pro- 
gress in  the  community  relations  of  the  public  welfare  departments. 

Staff  members  of  county  departments  of  public  welfare  continue  to  accept 
Invitations  to  speak  to  civic  clubs  and  local  organizations.  In  1953,  596  talks 
were  made  to  groups  in  78  counties.  This,  together  with  other  means  of  inter- 
pretation of  the  program,  has  brought  about  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of

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organizations  that  participate  in  some  way  In  the  public  welfare  program  at  the 
county  level.  In  1951.  595.  or  27  per  cent,  of  the  groups  listed  engaged  In  some 
type  of  welfare  work.  In  the  1953  survey  9*+5  . or  36.6  per  cent,  of  the  organizations 
took  some  part  In  the  welfare  program. 

Further  Indication  that  county  departments  of  public  welfare  are  receiving 
more  support  from  local  groups  Is  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  money  contributed 
by  members  or  spent  through  the  welfare  departments.  In  the  1951  survey,  I78  groups 
spent  $64,767.88  through  the  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  It  was  stated  In 
the  1951  survey  that  53  other  organizations  made  contributions  of  funds,  but  the 
exact  amount  was  unknown.  If  we  take  the  average  amount  contributed  per  organiza- 
tion and  apply  it  to  the  53  groups  mentioned  above,  the  total  of  $83,957.40  was 
contributed  during  1951.  In  the  1953  survey,  369  groups  contributed  a total  of 
$195,671.89.  This  is  an  increase  of  60  per  cent  in  the  number  of  groups  making 
money  contributions  and  an  increase  of  133  per  cent  in  the  amount  of  money  spent  dur- 
ing a one -year  period. 

Voluntary  health  agencies  made  the  largest  contributions  during  1953.  Pour 
voluntary  health  agencies  representing  cancer,  crippled  children,  infantile  para- 
lysis, and  tuberculosis  programs  spent  a total  of  $137,329.04  for  care  of  patients 
known  to  the  department  of  public  welfare  to  be  in  need.  Other  groups  contributed 

$58,232  .85  . 

Items  and  services  other  than  funds  were  contributed  by  an  estimated  396 
organizations  in  1951.  These  items  and  services  include  eye  examinations,  braces, 
Christmas  baskets,  clothing  and  many  and  various  special  services.  The  1951  survey 
also  included  items  contributed  by  the  Junior  Woman's  Clubs  through  their  Children's 
Clothing  Closrt  project.  In  1953.  an  estimated  358  organizations  other  than  the 
Junior  and  Senior  Women's  Clubs  made  contribution  of  items  and  services  other  than 
money.  If  we  add  to  this  figure  the  73  Junior  Woman's  Clubs  that  made  contributions 
through  their  Clothing  Closet  project  and  I65  Senior  Women's  Clubs  that  participate 


in  the  Help-A-Home  project  we  find  that  a total  of  596  organizations  contributed 
items  and  services  during  1953 » an  Increase  of  51  Per  c«nt  over  1951. 

Even  though,  as  the  above  shows,  much  progress  has  been  made  In  working 
with  organized  groups  in  the  various  comm\xnlt le s , there  are  still  many  groups  that 
are  potential  resources  for  departments  of  public  welfare  and  that  undoubtedly 
are  interested  in  cooperative  programs.  Of  the  2,578  groups  listed,  1,633  did 
not  participate  as  organizations  In  the  public  welfare  program  In  1953.  Many 
needs  that  cannot  be  met  by  the  county  department  of  public  welfare  due  to  lack 
of  funds  and  personnel  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  these  organizations. 
They  will  welcome  the  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  the  welfare  program  and  to 
discover  how  effectively  their  contributions  can  be  used  to  help  people  help 
themselves .

The  Federal  share  of  money  payments  to  recipients  is  determined  by  the  following 

f ornvilae ; 

Old-age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government 
pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amovmt  exceeding 
$25  . The  maximum  monthly  payment  is  $55 • 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child. 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follovis:  The  State  pays 

50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three -foiirths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


counties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  more  than  one-tenth.

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Publlc  Assistance ; Case  loads  for  old-age  assistance  Increased  slightly  in  August,  as  51,689 
persons  received  grants  averaging  $50.68.  This  represented  an  increase  of  I.9  per  cent  over 
the  50,750  persons  aided  in  August  1955,  and  was  an  Increase  of  2.8  per  cent  over  the  aver- 
age grant  of  $29.85  paid  during  that  month.  During  the  past  several  month.*:  a slight  upward 
trend  in  case  loads  has  been  evidenced. 

In  August  17, *^59  families  received  aid  to  dependent  children  grants.  This  month's 
average  grant  was  $60,51.  Included  in  the  payments  were  15,569  essential  adults  and  50,084 
children,  resulting  in  a per  person  average  of  $l6,04.  The  case  loads  for  this  month  re- 
presented an  increase  of  10. 7 per  cent  over  the  15,77^  families  receiving  assistance  in 
August  1953  and  an  increase  of  5.5  Per  cent  over  the  average  family  payment  of  $57.19  reached 
a year  ago . 

Further  Increases  were  noted  during  the  month  in  the  number  of  persons  receiving 
payments  under  the  program  of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  In  August  per- 
sons aided  under  this  program  nvunbered  9,^71,  with  an  average  payment  of  $56.16.  This 
represented  an  increase  of  25.2  per  cent  over  the  7,564  persons  receiving  grants  in  August 
1953,  and  an  increase  of  2.8  per  cent  over  the  average  payment  of  $55.16  reached  a year  ago. 

The  niunber  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  in  the  State  has  remained  at  rela- 
tively the  same  level  for  the  past  four  months.  There  were  2,226  cases  receiving  assistance 
under  this  program  in  August.  The  average  pajonent  this  month  was  $21.91. 

Services ; For  August  the  cases  reported  as  receiving  only  non-f Inancial  service  from  the 
county  departments  of  public  welfare  in  North  Carolina  numbered  18,796.  This  represented 
an  increase  of  7.I  Per  cent  over  the  17,557  cases  reported  a year  ago.  Services  totaling 
42,521  were  rendered  during  the  month.  Approximately  69  per  cent  of  the  services  this  month 
were  either  services  to  individual  children  or  medical  and  health  care  services. 
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On  August  31,  195^,  there  were  13,585  children  receiving  services  from  county  de- 
partments of  public  vrelfare,  representing  an  increase  of  9-9  Per  cent  over  a year  ago.  This 
month  55  per  cent  of  the  children  were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  77  children  in  North  Carolina  in  August 
bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year  to  801.  At  the  end 
of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,454  additional  children. 
There  were  1,897  child  labor  certificates  and  69  age  certificates  issued  by  county 
welfare  staffs  in  August,  Due  to  summer  vacations,  the  schools  referred  only  21  cases  for 
investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  I5  such  cases. 
There  were  1,656  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care 
Commission,  an  increase  of  9.2  per  cent  over  the  l,5l6  certified  in  August  1953. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  August  31,  1954,  there  were  13,505 
persons  in  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  Increase  of  5.6  per  cent  over  August  1953.  Of 
these,  11,829  persons,  or  87.6  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,676 
persons  were  in  the  three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

In  contrast  to  the  usual  seasonal  pattern  a slight  Increase  occurred  in  the  popu- 
lation of  the  five  State  training  schools  during  the  month.  At  the  end  of  the  month  876 
children,  644  boys  and  232  girls,  were  enrolled  in  these  schools.  This  compares  with  867 
children  on  July  31,  1954,  and  768  for  August  31,  1953. 

The  population  of  the  38  county  homes  in  the  State  was  1,506  on  August  31,  1954. 
During  the  month  there  were  27  separations  from  these  homes,  of  which  9 were  due  to  death. 

There  were  9,969  persons  held  in  State  penal  institutions  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month,  an  increase  of  5.9  per  cent  over  the  population  of  9,4l6  replxcted  on  August  3I,  1953. 
This  month's  population  vfas  composed  of  9,528  men  and  441  women. 

During  the  month  9,428  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State. 


This  represents  a decrease  of  17.2  per  cent  from  the  11,054  persons  reported  in  August  1953, 
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the  all-time  high  for  the  State.  Remaining  In  jail  on  August  31,  195*^,  were  1,126  persons. 
There  were  26  children  under  l6  years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during  August. 

There  were  355  persons  reported  In  22  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Twelve  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  August  31. 
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Eugenical  Sterilizations  in  North  Carolina 


During  1953  there  were  283  operations  for  sterilization  performed  in  accordance  with  orders 
of  the  Eugenics  Board  of  North  Carolina.  This  was  the  second  year  in  v/hlch  the  number  of  operations 
declined  after  reaching  a peak  of  372  in  1951  ■>  However,  the  283  sterilizations  in  1953  VJere  still 
more  tlaan  occurred  in  any  year  previous  to  1950 • 

The  petitions  for  eugcnical  sterilizations  must  be  made  either  through  the  county  superin- 
tendents of  public  welfare  or,  if  on  belialf  of  patients,  through  the  hospitals  for  the  mentally  ill. 
As  is  shown  in  the  cover  chart,  operations  resulting  from  petitions  through  both  channels  have  in- 
creased considerably  since  the  end  of  Vforld  War  II.  The  decline  since  1951  Has  occurred  in  sterili- 
zation referrals  from  the  State  hospitals j operations  in  these  hospitals  dropped  from  255  in  1951  to 
104  in  1953.  On  the  other  hand,  operations  res^ilting  from  referrals  through  the  county  departments 
of  public  welfare  have  increased  in  every  year  since  the  war  except  1950,  and  the  179  operations  in 
1953  were  the  highest  number  for  any  year  since  the  beginning  of  the  program. 

* » 

Eugenics  Board  records  show  that  during  the  last  six  fiscal  years  (July  1,  1948  through 
June  30,  1954)  there  were  791  sterilization  operations  performed  as  a result  of  referrals  through 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  The  distribution  of  these  non-institutional  operations  by 
county  is  significant.  The  referrals  came  from  89  counties,  eleven  counties  having  none  during  the 
period!  Alleghany,  Brunswick,  Camden,  Chowan,  Clay,  Currituck,  Greene,  Jones,  Tyrrell,  Yadkin,  and 
Yancey.  Buncombe  county,  with  39 » Had  the  highest  number  of  operations  for  any  county  in  the  State, 
ether  counties  with  relatively  large  numbers  of  operations  were  Pitt  with  37 » Forsyth  with  35.  Guil- 
ford and  Mecklenburg  with  32  each,  Rov/an  with  30,  Chatham  with  25,  and  Bladen  and  Cumberland  with 
20  each. 

Of  more  significance  than  the  number  of  operations  is  the  rate  of  sterilizations  to  the 
county  population  in  the  age  range  appropriate  for  sterilization;  for  this  purpose  the  1950  popula- 
tion from.  15  through  44  years  of  age  is  a convenient  approximation.  This  is  shown  in  the  follo'wing 
table,  together  with  the  number  of  operations  performed  during  each  of  the  last  three  biennia.  The

15  through  44  years  of  age  In  the  county  according  to  the  Census  of  1950.  Excepting  the  eleven  counties 
with  rates  of  zero,  which  are  mentioned  above,  the  county  rates  range  from  7 operations  per  100,000 
persons  In  Granville  county  to  228  per  100,000  In  Chatham.  Other  counties  with  very  low  rates  of 
sterilizations  handled  are  Randolph  county  with  8 per  100,000;  Stanly  with  11  per  100,000;  Beaufort, 
Craven,  Haywood,  and  Watauga  with  12  per  100,000;  Montgomery  with  13;  Columbus  and  Wake  with  14; 

Macon  and  Nash  with  15;  Alexander,  Mitchell,  and  Robeson  with  l6;  Washington  with  l8;  and  Burke  and 
jlenolr  with  19.  In  addition  to  Chatham  county,  exceptionally  high  rates  of  sterilizations  were  found 
jin  Perquimans  county:  224;  Transylvania:  204;  Hyde:  194;  Bladen:  l60;  Hertford:  158;  Gates:  15 1: 

ipamllco:  148;  Hoke:  13 1;  Pitt:  12?;  and  Moore:  124. 

The  great  differences  that  are  found  between  rates  of  sterilization  In  various  counties  are 
Lather  surprising.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  approximately  the  same  proportion  of  the  population 
ishould  be  eligible  for  sterilization  In  each  locality,  by  reason  of  feeble-mindedness  or  mental  Illness, 
It  would  be  expected  that  the  rates  of  sterilization  would  be  similar  in  all  counties.  The  differ- 
'cnces,  therefore,  may  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  attitudes  toward  sterilization  in  the  community, 
jby  the  Interest  In  the  program  and  the  efforts  made  to  implement  it,  and  by  the  availability  of  funds 
for  this  type  of  operation. 

* * * 

During  the  last  biennium  (July  1,  1952  through  June  30,  1954)  a total  of  626  persons  were 
sterilized.  In  three-fifths  of  the  cases  (6l  per  cent)  feeble-mindedness  was  the  condition  warrant- 
ing sterilization,  while  most  of  the  others  were  mentally  111.  Over  two-thirds  of  the  persons  steri- 
lized were  white  and  nearly  one -third  were  Negro.  Eighty-three  per  cent  were  females  and  only  17 
per  cent  were  males.  One-half  of  the  persons  sterilized  during  the  biennium  had  already  had  one  or 
more  children  prior  to  the  operation.  The  largest  group — 40  per  cent  of  the  total--were  from  20  to 
29  years  of  age,  and  another  31  per  cent  were  under  20  years  of  age.  Additional  data  concerning

Aid  to  Dependent  Childrens  The  Federal  Government  pays  four -fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $30  each  for  the  first  child  a.nd  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child . 

State  and  county  shares  in  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows j The  State  pays 
50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
Hovjever,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  tlircagh  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  thi'ee -fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


coimties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  more  than  one-tenth

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Public  Welfare  In  North  Carolina  - September  195*^ 

Public  Agslstar.ee ; Further  slight  Increases  in  old-age  assistance  case  loads  in  North 
Carolina  occurred  in  September,  as  3^,19^  persons  received  an  average  payment  of  $30.79. 

This  represented  an  l.ncrease  of  2.3  per  cent  over  the  50,616  persons  benefiting  under  the 
program  in  September  1953  • I*"'  the  same  period  the  average  payment  rose  2.9  per  cent.  On 

September  50,  195*^»  there  were  1,479  applications  for  old-age  assistance  pending  in  county 
departments  of  public  welfare,  as  compared  with  1,242  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  case  loads  Increased  slightly  in  September,  as  17,544 
families  received  an  average  grant  of  $60.53.  In  these  families  there  were  15,655  essential 
adults  and  50,188  children;  the  average  payment  per  person  was  $16.13.  During  the  past 
year  the  number  of  families  assisted  has  increased  10.1  per  cent  over  the  15,932  families 
receiving  grants  in  September  1953.  During  the  same  period  the  average  family  payment  has 
Increased  5.5  per  cent;  the  average  payment  per  person  has  increased  4.3  per  cent.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  1,584  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  were  pending  in 
the  State.  This  compares  with  1,049  applications  pending  on  September  30,  1953. 

During  September  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  case  loads  continued 
their  steady  Increase.  This  month  9,T6i  disabled  persons  received  an  average  grant  of  $36.28. 
This  represented  an  Increase  of  27,4  per  cent  over  the  7,663  persons  receiving  assistance 
in  September  1953,  and  an  increase  of  3.0  per  cent  over  the  average  grant  of  a year  ago. 

On  September  30,  1954,  applications  for  789  disabled  persons  were  pending  in  the  State,  as 
compared  with  636  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

General  assistance  case  loads  have  remained  at  relatively  the  same  level  for  the 
past  several  months.  During  September  cases  receiving  this  type  of  local  assistance  num- 
bered 2,285.  This  represented  an  increase  of  23.6  per  cent  over  the  1,849  cases  receiving 
assistance  a year  ago.  The  average  grant  this  month  was  $22.12;  the  average  for  September 


1953  was  $22.07. 


Services  s County  dspartments  of  putlic  welfare  reported  19,3^9  non-financlal  service  only 


cases  as  open  in  September,  an  increase  of  5.7  cent  over  a year  ago.  A total  of  42,906 
services  were  rendered  durl;ng  the  month.  Of  these,  69.7  per  cent  were  rendered  to  persons 
receiving  special  services  only,  while  the  remaining  5O.3  per  cent  were  given  to  cases  re- 
ceiving both  special  services  and  financial  assistance. 

On  September  30,  1954,  there  wore  14,310  individual  children  receiving  services  from 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  This  represented  an  increase  of  14.1  per  cent  over  the 
12,5^5  children  receiving  services  a year  ago.  Approximately  5-  Pe”  cent  of  the  children  re- 
ported this  month  were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfa.re  case  workers , 

The  registration  of  final  orders  of  adoption  for  II8  children  during  September  brought 
to  919  the  total  number  of  registrations  vo  iia.te  for  1954.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption 
proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,469  additional  children. 

During  September  there  were  2,105  child  labor  certificates  and  56  age  certificates 
issued  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  The  schools  referred  340  cases  for  investi- 
gations for  non-attendanee  in  school  1 investigations  vxere  made  on  332  such  cases.  There  were 
1,64'7  persons  certified  as  medica.lly  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 


Institutional  and  Protective  Services  i On  September  30  there  v:ere  13,571  persons  in  State 
hospitals  and  sana.toria,  an  increase  of  5 •?  cent  over  September  1953.  Of  these,  11,836 
persons,  or  87.2  per  cent,  vjere  in  ment;al  hospita.ls,  and  the  rema.iiiing  1,735  persons  viere  in 
the  th-ree  State  sanatoria,  the  orthvopedic  hospital,  and  the  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  891  children,  66O  boys  and  231  girls,  were  enrolled  in  the 
five  State  training  schools.  This  compares  v;lth  876  children  on  August  31,  1954,  and  769  on 


September  30,  1953. 

A total  of  1,510  persons  were  residing  in  the  38  county  homes  in  the  State  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  During  the  month  there  were  31  separations  from  these  homes  of  which  12  were 
due  to  death. 

There  were  10,082  persons  held  in  State  penal  institutions  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
an  increa.se  of  4.8  per  cent  over  the  9,<.624  persons  held  on  September  30,  1953.  Of  the  persons 
incarcerated  at  the  end  of  the  eurrer/  month,  9,637  were  men  and  445  were  women. 


During  the  month  8,899  persons  were  held  In  99  county  Jails  of  the  State.  Of  this 
number  1,056  persons  remained  In  Jail  on  September  30.  There  were  28  children  under  I6 
years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  during  September. 

There  were  338  persons  reported  In  20  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 


last  day  of  the  month.  Nineteen  children  were  held  In  detention  quarters  on  September  30. 


The  Cost  of  County  Administration  of  Public  Welfare,  19*+5  to  1955 


During  the  last  fiscal  year  a total  of  $5,50^j532  ws.s  expended  for  the  operation  of 
county  departments  of  public  welfare  in  Worth  Carolina.  In  the  present  fiscal  year  (July  1,  195*+, 
tM’ough  June  30,  1955)  it  is  estimated  that  expenditures  will  amount  to  $3,725,000. 

The  cost  of  county  public  vjelfare  administration  has  increased  more  than  three- 
fold from  the  $1,088,429  spent  in  the  1944-45  fiscal  year.  This  increase  has  been  due  to  a 
combination  of  circumstances,  the  most  important  of  which  are  the  following: 

1.  The  post-war  inflationary  period  brought  laige  increases  in  the  cost  of  supplies  and 
equipment,  and  salaries  had  co  be  advanced  bacause  of  the  increased  cost  of  living. 

2.  The  needs  of  people  for  services  and  assistance  increased  considerably  during  the  dec- 
ade with  the  discontinuation  of  Federal  allotments  for  the  families  of  service  men,  the  re- 
lease of  marginal  vjorkers  vfith  the  return  of  the  service  men,  the  post-war  increase  in  babies, 
and  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  people.  The  nximber  of  families  requiring  aid 
to  dependent  children  increased  to  18,483  by  June  195^,  a^nd  the  number  of  old  age  assistance 
recipients  increased  to  51,*-^29. 

3 „ Legislative  changes  to  amend  and  improve  the  public  vrelfare  programs  have  brought  addi- 
tional work  to  the  county  departments.  These  ehs.nges  include  the  extension  of  the  maximxun 
age  for  compulsory  school  attenda.nce  from  13  to  15  in  1945 , the  lavjs  requiring  licensing  of 
boarding  homes  for  adults  in  19*+5 , the  old  age  assistance  lien  law  in  1951,  the  inaviguration 
of  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  in  1951,  various  other  amendments  to  public 
assistance  and  child  welfare  laws . 

4.  There  has  been  continual  improvement  over  the  years  in  the  qua.lity  of  services  provided 
by  the  public  welfare  departments.  Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  education  of 
case  workers,  and  the  public  welfare  case  workers  in  North  Carolina  now  have  had  more  training 
in  schools  of  social  work  tlian  the  case  workers  in  any  other  state  in  the  Nation.  There  are 
now  about  100  child  vrelfa.re  workers  lii  the  State  as  against  15  in  1944.  There  has  been  a 
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trenendous  growth  during  the  last  ten  years  in  the  number  of  licensed  foster  homes  for  child- 
ren and  day  care  facilities.  Also  in  many  other  areas  the  county  departments  are  providing 
services  which  have  long  been  needed  by  the  people  of  the  State  but  which  could  not  be  pro- 
vided adequately  ten  years  ago  because  of  the  lack  of  qualified  personnel. 

^ * * 

The  cost  of  local  administration  of  public  welfare  Is  borne  Jointly  by  the  county, 
State,  and  Federal  governments.  The  Federal  Government  pays  50  Par  cent  of  the  cost  of 
administering  the  throe  public  assistance  programs-old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent 
children,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  total? y disabled.  The  Federal  share  for  the 
administration  of  public  assistance  increased  from  $207,949  in  fiscal  year  1945  to  an 
estimated  $1,125,000  this  year.  Grants-in-aid  from  Federal  funds  are  also  made  to  the 
State  for  child  welfare  services.  The  amounts  allocated  to  counties  rose  from  only 
$10,485  In  fiscal  1945  to  about  $180,000  a year  at  present. 

The  State  government  makes  a liunp-suu  appropriation  each  year  for  aid  to  county 
vrolfare  administration.  The  appropriation  amounted  to  $150,000  a year  ten  years  ago,  was 
increased  to  $l80,000  in  19^7  to  $300,000  in  1949.  The  State  grant  is  still  $300,000 
this  year,  even  though  county  expenditures  for  administration  have  increased  more  than  50 
per  cent  since  19^9.  The  State  sliare  represented  13 .8  per  cent  of  expenditures  for  county 
administration  of  public  welfare  in  fiscal  year  19*»5»  but  this  year  it  is  estimated  to  be 
only  8.1  per  cent. 

The  counties  are  obligated  to  meet  that  part  of  the  cost  of  administration  not  met 
by  the  State  and  Federal  governments.  The  county  departments  spent  $719,995  of  county  funds 
for  public  v;elfare  administration  in  the  19‘^5  fiscal  year;  this  year  they  are  budgeted  to 
spend  about  $2,120,000, 

* * 4- 

The  expenditures  for  public  'welfare  administration  during  the  present  year  will 
amount,  on  the  average,  to  only  about  $37,250  for  each  of  the  100  county  departments  of 
public  welfare  in  North  Carolina,  The  people  of  the  State  receive  many  important  services 
for  this  money.  In  addition  to  the  various  financial  assistance,  medical  care,  and  boarding 
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homa  programs,  through  which  over  (70. 1 per  cent  Federal,  12.7  per  cent  State,  17.2 

per  cent  county),  a year  in  aid  is  administered,  the  public  welfare  departments  provide  a wide 
variety  of  services.  Including  consultation  In  family  adjustment  problems,  supervision  of 
adoptions,  Investigations  for  admission  to  the  various  State  and  county  Institutions,  super- 
vision of  foster  home  care,  services  to  crippled  and  handicapped  children,  supervision  of 
parolees,  employment  certificates  to  minors.  Juvenile  court  investigations  and  probation  super- 
vision, and  many  others. 

In  spite  of  the  great  improvements  in  public  welfare  services  made  during  the  last  ten 
years,  less  money  is  spent  for  public  welfare  administration  in  North  Carolina,  relative  to 
the  size  of  the  State,  than  is  spent  in  most  other  states  in  the  Nation.  In  comparison  with 
other  states,  North  Carolina's  administrative  costs  are  very  low,  both  on  a per  capita  and  on 
a per  ease  basis.  The  national  average  of  administrative  costs  in  old  age  assistance  is  $2.87 
per  case  month,  as  compared  with  only  $1.6l  in  North  Carolina;  the  national  average  for  ad- 
ministering aid  to  dependent  children  is  $8.21  per  case  month  as  against  only  $4.48  in  North 
Carolina;; in  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  the  national  average  is  $6.39  as 
against  only  $3.37  Per  case  month  in  North  Carolina.  This  State  is  able,  through  effective 
administrative  practices,  to  provide  a sound  public  welfare  program  at  much  lovrer  cost  than 
in  most  other  states.  However,  expenditures  for  public  welfare  administration  are  still 
lower  than  they  should  be  in  this  State.  Most  county  departments  over  the  State  lack  suffi- 
cient fimds  to  employ  and  keep  the  qualified  personnel  required  to  provide  all  needed  public 


welfare  services

State  and  county  shares  in  xjayments  for  recipients  a.re  as  follows;  The  State  pays 
50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  flnancia.l  aid  tliroiigh  an  equ.alizlng  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  paupm.ents. 

The  Federal  Government  pa^rs  over  tlrcce-f o'crths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  j.n  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 
counties,  on  the  average,  pay  s light l3r  more  than  one -tenth.

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Public  Assistance ; Old-age  assistance  case  loads  declined  slightly  during  October  for  the  first 
time  since  November  1953.  The  decrease,  which  Is  considered  temporary  In  vlevr  of  long-time  trends, 
was  probably  due  to  the  recent  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  which  went  Into  effect 
October  1,  expanding  coverage  of,  and  increasing  amounts  paid  through,  old  age  and  survivors 
Insurance.  Persons  receiving  old-age  assistance  this  month  numbered  51.695,  an  Increase  of  2.1 
per  cent  over  the  5O.65O  recipients  aided  during  the  same  month  last  year.  During  the  past  year 
the  average  grant  has  Increased,  3.0  per  cent  to  $30.90.  On  October  31,  195^,  old-age  assistance 
applications  pending  In  the  State  numbered  1,444. 

There  were  17,903  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  during  the  month, 
an  Increase  of  9.6  per  cent  over  the  16,330  families  receiving  assistance  In  October  1953.  In- 
cluded In  the  payment  this  month  were  15,980  adults  and  51,290  children.  The  average  grant  in 
October  reached  $60.80  per  family,  an  increase  of  5.6  per  cent  over  the  $57.57  paid  In  October 
1953.  During  the  twelve-month  period  the  average  payment  per  person  has  risen  4.7  per  cent,  from 
$15.46  to  $16.18.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  1,623  applications  for  aid  to  dependent 
children  payments  pending  in  the  State,  as  compared  with  l,08l  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase.  During 
October  an  average  payment  of  $36.34  was  made  to  9,869  disabled  persons.  This  represented  an 
Increase  of  25.7  per  cent  over  the  7,853  persons  receiving  assistance  in  October  1953,  and  an 
Increase  of  2.9  per  cent  over  the  average  payment  of  $35.30  a year  ago. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  general  assistance  decreased  in  October  with  2,114  cases 
receiving  an  average  payment  of  $20.78.  The  percentage  increase  In  the  number  of  cases  above 
October  1953  was  22.0,  while  the  average  grant  was  5.0  per  cent  lower  than  last  year. 

Services ; County  offices  reported  a total  of  19,710  non-f Inancial  service  only  cases  as  open 
in  October  195*^.  This  represented  an  increase  of  4.0  per  cent  over  the  18,9^6  cases  reported 
a year  ago.  A total  of  38,756  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of 
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public  welfare.  This  month  medical  and  health  care  services  and  services  to  individual  children 
accounted  for  approximately  69  per  cent  of  the  total. 

On  October  31,  195*^,  there  x^ere  14,536  children  receiving  special  services  from  county 
welfare  departments,  an  increase  of  13.2  per  cent  over  the  12,841  children  reported  at  the  end 
of  October  1953.  Of  the  children  this  month  47  per  cent  were  in  their  parents'  homes,  and  35 
per  cent  were  in  foster  homes  with  either  relatives  or  non-relatives.  Ten  per  cent  were  in 
orphanages  or  correctional  institutions,  and  the  remaining  8 per  cent  were  in  boarding  schools, 
hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  145  children  in  North  Carolina  in  October, 
bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  ten  months  of  1954  to  1,064.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,430  additional  children. 

There  were  1,836  child  labor  certificates  and  32  age  certificates  Issued  by  county  wel- 
fare staffs  in  October.  The  schools  referred  466  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance 
in  school,  and  Investigations  were  made  on  437  such  cases.  There  were  1,670  cases  certified 
as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission,  an  increase  of  11.4  per 
cent  over  October  1953 . 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services ; On  October  3I  there  were  13,586  persons  in  State  hos- 
pitals and  sanatoria,  an  increase  of  4.7  per  cent  over  October  1953.  Of  these,  11,855  persons, 
or  87.3  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,731  persons  were  in  the  three 
State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  892  children  were  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training  schools . 
Included  were  658  boys  and  234  girls.  This  month's  population  represented  an  increase  of  10 
per  cent  over  the  8II  children  reported  on  October  3I,  1953. 

A total  of  1,505  persons  were  residing  in  the  38  county  homes  in  the  State  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  During  the  month  there  were  45  separations  from  these  homes;  I8  of  these  were 
the  result  of  death.  On  October  31,  195^,  there  were  255  licensed  boarding  homes  for  adults  in 
the  State,  198  of  them  for  white  persons.  The  remaining  57  homes  were  for  the  care  of  Negroes. 


There  were  10,120  persons  held  in  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
an  Increase  of  4.4  per  cent  over  the  population  on  October  31,  1953.  Of  the  persons  held  at 
the  end  of  the  current  month,  9,680  were  men  and  440  were  women. 

During  the  month  9,001  persons  were  held  in  99  county  jails  of  the  State.  Of  this 
number  1,093  persons  remained  in  Jail  on  October  31.  There  were  31  children  held  in  county 
Jails  during  October. 

There  were  278  persons  reported  in  I9  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Nineteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  October  31. 

Eugenics  Board ; Operations  for  7I  persons  were  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during  the 
quarter  July  - September.  Of  the  72  operations  for  which  surgeons  returned  reports  during 
the  quarter,  the  costs  for  35  non- institutional  cases  were  met  by  county  departments  of  public 


welfare.  Costs  of  37  operations  for  institutional  cases  were  met  by  State  institutions. 


Trends  in  Total  Births  and  Births  out  of  Wedlock  in  Worth  Carolina 
During  the  Last  Twenty  Years 

There  has  been  a tremendous  upsurge  in  the  number  of  children  born  in  North  Carolina 
during  the  last  few  years.  First  the  World  War  and  then  the  post-war  prosperity  brought  great 
Increases  in  the  number  of  babies  born  to  Worth  Carolinians.  During  the  depressed  1930's  the 
number  of  births  remained  low,  between  7^,000  and  80,000  a year.  In  1940  the  number  began 
to  rise,  and  by  1942  it  reached  91>000»  exceeding  for  the  first  time  the  previous  record  of 
88,466  births  set  in  1921.  The  number  of  births  declined  during  1944  and  1945.  In  1946  and 
1947,  however,  new  records  in  births  were  set,  and  births  have  continued  at  a very  high  rate 
ever  since.  The  number  of  births  has  exceeded  100,000  in  each  of  the  last  eight  years,  and 
it  exceeded  110,000  in  1947*  1951j  1952,  and  1953.  All  present  indications  are  that  there 
will  be  more  births  in  1954  than  in  any  previous  year . 

The  significant  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  together,  it  might  be  added,  vrith 
the  declining  infant  death  rate,  carries  Important  implications  for  the  public  welfare  program 
in  North  Carolina.  The  resulting  growth  in  the  child  population  of  the  State  has  brought  in- 
creasing demands  for  child  welfare  services  of  various  types.  In  order  to  meet  the  social 
and  economic  needs  of  these  children,  expanded  services  have  been  necessary  in  aid  to  depend- 
ent children,  adoption  placement,  foster  home  care,  homemaker  services,  health  and  medical 
care,  truancy  investigations,  behavior  problems,  and  the  like. 

Why  has  this  great  Increase  in  births  come  about?  It  seems  clear  that  such  a pheno- 
menal change  must  have  been  the  result  of  major  factors  influencing  the  national  society. 

(The  same  things  have  been  happening  to  births  throughout  the  Nation.)  Some  of  the  most 
important  reasons  are  indicated  by  the  history  of  the  last  two  decades;  During  the  1930' s, 
marriage  rates  were  low.  In  view  of  the  low  level  of  personal  incomes,  many  young  adults 
who  would  otherwise  have  married  could  not  afford  to  do  so,  and  many  of  those  who  did  marry 
were  inclined  to  postpone  their  children  until  their  Incomes  were  better.  The  onset  of 
the  War  and  the  great  increase  in  defense  production  with  the  resulting  Increase  in  personal 
incomes,  together  with  the  draft  of  men  into  the  armed  services,  brought  a large  increase 
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In  marriages.  Many  of  the  newly-married  couples  had  children,  as  well  as  many  of  those  who 
had  been  postponing  their  children  during  the  depression,  and  births  Increased  to  a new  high 
In  1943.  In  1944  and  1945  a large  proportion  of  the  potential  fathers  were  fighting  overseas, 
and  the  number  of  births  declined  somewhat.  Immediately  after  the  War  there  was  a large  num- 
ber of  marriages  among  the  returning  servicemen,  and  marriage  rates  continued  high  for  several 
years.  Since  the  end  of  the  War  economic  conditions  have  been  generally  Improved,  resulting 
In  many  new  families  becoming  established  as  well  as  the  older  families  becoming  "caught  up" 
on  the  children  who  had  been  desired  but  postponed  until  better  times.  The  high  numbers  of 
births  In  the  late  1940 's  were  heavily  weighted  v;lth  first  and  second  children  of  the  neivly- 
marrled  couples.  In  the  last  several  years  the  number  of  marriages  has  dropped  off,  due  to 
the  fact  that  there  are  relatively  few  persons  nov;  entering  the  marriageable  age;  in  spite 
of  this  the  high  level  of  births  Is  being  maintained  by  the  increasing  numbers  of  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  children  in  the  families  established  during  the  1940's. 

The  accompanying  table  breaks  down  the  births  over  the  last  twenty  years  according 
to  race  and  shows  the  proportion  of  births  occurring  out  of  wedlock  each  year.  It  Is  note- 
worthy here  that  births  In  each  of  these  categories  are  found  to  vary  from  year  to  year  In 
almost  the  same  way  as  total  births.  For  both  vjhlte  and  nonwhite  persons,  births  remained 
low  during  the  depression.  Increased  during  the  early  part  of  the  V/ar , dropped  back  to  some 
extent  toward  the  end  of  the  War,  Increased  remarkably  after  the  War,  and  have  remained  high 
In  recent  years.  The  same  Is  essentially  true  for  births  out  of  wedlock:  they  have  varied 

in  the  same  direction  and  degree  as  have  all  births.  It  would  seem  that  the  great  forces  In 
American  life  which  shape  the  birth  rates  have  similar  effects  on  the  different  racial  groups 
and  also  affect  births  to  non-legal  unions  In  the  same  way  that  they  affect  births  among 
marr led  coup le  s . 

The  proportion  of  all  births  occurring  out  of  wedlock  has  remained  quite  constant  over 
the  past  tvjenty  years.  While  they  have  varied  from  7-2  per  cent  to  8.4  per  cent  of  all  births, 
they  have  generally  been  close  to  7.9  per  cent  of  all  births  each  year,  which  is  the  twenty- 


year  average . There  is  a large  difference  between  the  extent  of  births  out  of  wedlock  among 


white  and  among  nonwhite  persons,  reflecting  the  different  economic  conditions  found  among  the 


two  groups  and  also  the  differing  cultural  patterns  which  have  existed  for  many  generations . 

Among  white  births  occurring  during  the  past  twenty  years,  an  average  of  2.5  per  cent  have  been 
births  out  of  wedlock  each  year,  while  the  average  for  nonwhite  births  has  been  I9.1+  per  cent  out 
of  wedlock.  A slight  decline  in  the  percentage  of  white  births  out  of  wedlock  is  discernible, 
from  2.8  and  2.9  per  cent  in  1934  and  1935  to  2.2  and  2.1  per  cent  in  the  last  two  years.  The 
per  cent  of  nonwhite  births  out  of  wedlock,  while  varying  from  as  low  as  I8 .2  per  cent  in  1938 
to  as  high  as  20.7  per  cent  in  1941,  has  continued  at  about  the  same  level  over  the  twenty-year 
period . 

It  may  be  that  an  actual  decline  in  births  out  of  wedlock  has  occurred  in  recent  decades 
even  though  this  is  not  apparent  from  the  birth  data.  The  completeness  of  birth  registration  ha.s 
been  improving  constantly  over  the  years,  and  birth  registrations  are  now  more  complete  than  they 
have  ever  been  in  the  past.  The  National  Office  of  Vital  Statistics  has  estimated  that  in  1940 
birth  registration  was  only  8I.0  per  cent  complete  for  nonwhites  and  88.4  per  cent  complete  for 
whites  in  North  Carolina;  a comparable  study  in  195®  showed  registrations  of  births  to  be  93.1 
per  cent  complete  for  nonwhites  and  97*5  per  cent  complete  for  whites.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
births  occurring  in  the  lowest  economic  group  are  least  likely  to  be  registered,  and  since  births 
out  of  wedlock  occur  most  frequently  in  this  group,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  recording  of 
births  out  of  wedlock  has  improved  more  than  the  recording  of  births  in  wedlock  in  recent  years . 
If  this  is  the  case,  there  ha.s  been  a decline  over  the  past  t^jo  decades  in  the  per  cent  of  births 
occurring  out  of  wedlock. 

The  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  children  in  North  Carolina,  resulting  from  the  high 
level  of  births  maintained  in  recent  years,  presents  a challenge  to  the  State  to  provide  the 
public  services  needed  for  their  proper  growth  and  development.  Not  only  in  public  welfare,  but 
also  in  the  areas  of  public  education,  public  health,  recreation,  and  the  like  these  children 
are  making  increasing  demands  for  service  on  the  State  and  its  communities.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  growing  population  of  children  means  increasing  human  resources;  they  will  make  for  a greater 
State  and  Nation  in  the  years  to  come.  These  children  are  our  hope  for  the  future,  and  as  such 
they  deserve  the  best  that  can  be  given  them.

formulae  s 

Olcl.age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government 
pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding 
$25.  The  maxlra\un  monthly  payment  Is  $55. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the  average 
grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maxlmiam  monthly  payments  allowed  are  $30 
each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50 

per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  Per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  How- 
ever, the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet 
their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to  recipients 
In  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the  counties,  on  the 


average,  pay  slightly  more  than  one-tenth.

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Public  Welfare  In  North  Carolina  - November  195*+ 


Public  Assistance  > Slight  decreases  In  the  number  of  persons  receiving  old  age  assistance  were 
noted  In  November  195*<-.  During  the  month  51  #63?  persons  received  money  payments  of  $1,591»152 
for  an  average  grant  of  $30.82.  In  November  1953  old  age  assistance  payments  of  $1,520,302 
were  made  to  50»6H  persons,  for  an  average  grant  of  $30.04.  In  the  twelve-month  period  case 
loads  have  Increased  2.0  per  cent,  while  the  percentage  Increase  In  average  payment  has  been 
2.6.  On  November  30#  195*^’»  there  were  1,463  applications  for  old  age  assistance  pending  In 
county  offices,  as  compared  with  1,363  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  money  payments  of  $1,115,858  were  made  to  18,315  families 
In  November  195^ » for  an  average  family  payment  of  $60.93,  Included  In  the  payments  were 
16,372  adults  and  52,536  children,  resulting  in  an  average  payment  per  person  of  $l6.19.  In 
November  1953  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  numbered  16,752,  with  money  payments 
totaling  $966,029,  for  family  and  person  averages  of  $57.67  a.nd  $15.45,  respectively.  In  the 
past  year  case  loads  have  Increased  9.3  per  cent,  whereas  percentage  Increases  In  average  pay- 
ments have  been  5.0  for  the  family  and  4.8  for  each  person.  At  the  end  of  November  1954  there 
were  1,682  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children  pending  In  county  departments  of  public 
welfare,  as  compared  with  1,289  applications  pending  a year  ago. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  continue  to  increase.  In 
November  grants  totaling  $365,089  were  made  to  10,015  disabled  persons,  for  an  average  pay- 
ment of  $36.45.  This  represented  an  Increase  of  25.7  per  cent  over  the  7.968  persons  receiv- 
ing assistance  In  November  1953.  and  an  increase  of  3.2  per  cent  over  the  average  payment  of 
$35.33  a year  ago.  At  the  end  of  the  month  applications  for  809  disabled  persons  were  pend- 
ing in  the  State,  as  compared  with  642  applications  pending  on  November  30,  1953. 

Following  the  usual  seasonal  pattern  general  assistance  cases  Increased  during  the 
month.  In  November  payments  averaging  $20.54  were  made  to  2,189  cases.  During  the  past 
year  the  number  of  cases  has  increased  12.7  per  cent.  This  month's  average  payment  Is  7.3 
per  cent  lower  than  the  $22.16  paid  a year  ago. 
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Servlces ; County  departments  of  public  welfare  reported  a total  of  20,192  non«flnanclal  ser- 
vice only  cases  as  active  during  November  195**.  There  were  42,6?6  services  rendered  during 
the  month.  Of  these  69. 1 per  cent  were  to  oases  receiving  special  services  only,  while  the 
remaining  30.9  per  cent  were  to  eases  receiving  both  special  services  and  financial  assistance. 

A year  ago  only  26.1  per  cent  of  the  services  given  were  to  eases  also  receiving  financial 
assistance.  The  increased  percentage  for  this  month  indicates  efforts  of  the  counties  to  assist 
persons  receiving  financial  assistance  with  special  needs  or  problems. 

On  November  30,  1954,  there  were  14,768  Individual  children  receiving  services  from 
county  welfare  departments,  an  Increase  of  13.3  psx*  cent  over  the  13,037  children  reported  a 
year  ago.  Approximately  per  cent  of  the  children  this  month  were  in  cases  carried  by  child 
welfare  case  workers,  while  the  remaining  children  were  in  cases  carried  by  general  case  workers. 

]>uring  November  final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  126  children  in  North 
Carolina,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  1954  to  1,190.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,404  additional  children. 

During  the  month;  child  labor  certificates  were  Issued  to  2,147  children  under  I8  years 
of  age,  and  32  age  certificates  were  Issued.  The  schools  referred  448  cases  for  investigation 
for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  investigations  were  made  on  397  such  oases.  There  were  1,613 
cases  certified  as  medically  Indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission,  an  in- 
crease of  9.5  per  cent  over  November  1953. 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  November  3®  there  were  13,671  persons  in  State  hos- 
pitals and  sanatoria,  an  Increase  of  5.3  per  cent  over  November  1953..  Ot  these,  11,871  per- 
sons, or  86.8  per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  remaining  1,800  persons  were  in  the 
three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  898  children  were  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training  schools, 
an  Increase  of  six  over  the  number  reported  at  the  end  of  October.  This  compares  with  855 
children  for  November  30,  1953. 

The  Moore  county  home  was  closed  during  the  month,  bringing  the  number  of  county  homes 
in  the  State  to  37.  The  population  of  the  remaining  homes  on  November  30,  was  1,503.  During  the 


month  there  were  53  separations  from  county  hones;  22  of  these  were  deaths. 

There  were  10,247  persons  held  In  State  penal  institutions  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
an  Increase  of  4.2  per  cent  over  the  9»838  persons  serving  sentences  on  November  30,  1953. 

Of  the  persons  held  this  month  9.8o6  were  men  and  441  were  women. 

During  the  month  8,71?  persons  were  held  In  the  100  county  Jails  of  the  State,  a 
decrease  of  13 .2  per  cent  from  November  1953 . Remaining  In  Jail  on  the  last  day  of  the  month 
were  l,l6o  persons.  There  were  39  children  under  l6  years  of  age  held  In  county  Jails  In 
November . 

There  were  337  persons  reported  In  20  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 


day  of  the  month.  Eighteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  November  30. 


GENERAL  ASSISTANCE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 


The  categorical  public  assistance  programs  sponsored  Jointly  by  the  Federal,  State,  and 
county  governments  provide  aid  to  the  great  majority  of  needy  persons.  Old  age  assistance  helps 
those  who  are  65  years  of  age  or  over  and  in  need,  and  aid  to  dependent  children  helps  children 

under  I8  years  of  age  who  have  been  deprived  of  the  care  and  support  of  a parent.  Aid  to  the  blind 

helps  needy  blind  persons,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  helps  needy  persons  be- 
tween 18  and  65  who  are  Incapacitated  for  some  reason  other  than  blindness. 

It  frequently  happens,  however,  that  persons  in  lorgent  need  will  present  their  needs  to 
the  public  welfare  department  and  find  that  they  cannot  be  met,  at  least  immediately,  by  one  of  the 
categorical  assistance  programs.  This  may  be  because  the  applicants  are  ineligible  for  categorical 
assistance  or  because  it  will  take  a certain  period  of  time  to  clear  their  eligibility  for  cate- 
gorical assistance.  There  is  no  Federal  or  State  program  for  such  cases,  and  the  county  must  meet 
the  emergency  need.  Public  assistance  of  this  type  is  given  the  name  "general  assistance."  "General 
assistance"  does  not  include  payments  for  medical  care  and  hospitalization  or  for  foster  home  care 
for  children.  It  does  Include,  for  the  most  part,  assistance  for  persons  temporarily  unemployed , 
emergency  aid  for  persons  applying  for  categorical  assistance  to  tide  them  over  until  t?ae  first  regular 
payment  arrives,  and  supplementary  payments  for  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  licensed  boarding  homes  who 
receive  old  age  assistance  or  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  Before  1951»  when  the  aid 
to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  program  went  into  effect,  general  assistance  also  included  all 
aid  to  persons  from  18  to  65  years  of  age  who  were  disabled. 

As  the  cover  chart  shows,  total  obligations  for  general  assistance  increased  considerably  from 
1944  to  1950.  Payments  totalled  $287,934  In  1944  and  $756,192  in  1950.  With  the  introduction  of  aid 
to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  in  1951.  general  assistance  expenditures  began  declining 
rapidly,  falling  to  $468,407  in  1953.  In  1954  expenditures  Increased  to  Just  under  $600,000,  pro- 
bably as  a result  of  the  economic  reversals  and  Increased  unemployment  felt  during  the  year  and  the 
direct  results  of  drought  and  hurricanes. 

The  Increase  in  general  assistance  payments  from  1944  to  1950  may  partly  be  explained  by 
increasing  need  resulting  from  the  economic  and  social  readjustments  following  World  War  II. 
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Howaver,  most  of  the  Increase  Is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  counties  found  themselves  better  abl;  , 
as  the  years  passed,  to  meet  more  adequately  the  need  which  had  existed  all  along.  The  fact  that 
general  assistance  was  far  from  adequate  even  In  195®  Is  shown  by  the  present  program  of  aid  to  the 
permanently  and  totally  disabled.  Total  payments  to  the  disabled  under  the  latter  program  In  195^ 
amounted  to  $4,004,052,  which  Is  over  five  times  the  total  expenditure  for  general  assistance  In 
1950,  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  disabled  recipients  now  receive  only  80  per  cent  of  their  s^-rlctly 
budgeted  needs . 

The  general  assistance  program  Is  more  adequate  In  relation  to  need  than  It  has  been  In 
the  past.  The  average  monthly  grant  under  general  assistance  was  $21.17  in  195^ » ns  compared  with 
$9.41  In  1944. 

General  assistance  Is  paid  entirely  out  of  county  funds  and  therefore  is  entirely  dependent 
upon  county  policy  as  to  how  much  assistance  is  given  and  under  what  circumstances.  As  a result, 
there  is  considerable  variation  between  counties  in  the  amounts  of  general  assistance  given.  As 
the  accompanying  table  shows,  eight  counties  reported  no  general  assistance  payments  at  all  during 
195^;  these  Included  seven  rural  counties,  Alexander,  Brunswick,  Haywood,  Jackson,  Jones,  Macon, 
and  Mitchell,  and  one  urban  county.  New  Hanover.  Some  other  counties  reported  relatively  small 
amounts  of  general  assistance.  The  highest  amounts  of  general  assistance  were  given  by  the  other 
urban  counties,  with  three  counties,  Mecklenburg,  Forsyth,  and  Guilford,  each  paying  in  excess  of 
$50,000  in  general  assistance  during  the  year.. 

General  assistance  Is  a relatively  small  program  as  compared  with  the  categorical  public 
assistance  programs.  Payments  in  general  assistance  last  year  amounted  to  less  than  two  per  cent 
of  total  payments  In  old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and 
totally  disabled.  Nevertheless  it  Is  a vital  program,  meeting  the  urgent  needs  of  many  people  who 


require  help  that  cannot  be  given  through  the  other  programs

The  Federal  share  of  money  payments  to  recipients  Is  determined  by  the  following  formulae: 
Old-age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled:  The  Federal  Government  pays 

four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding  $25.  The 
maximum  monthly  payment  Is  $55  • 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the  aver- 

age grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments  allowed  are 
$30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional  child. 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are  as  follows:  The  State  pays  50  per 

cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government.  However, 
the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able  to  meet  their 
share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three-fourths  of  the  cost .of  money  payments  to  recipients 
in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the  counties,  on  the 


average,  pay  slightly  more  than  one-tenth.

Public  Assistance ; During  December  195*^  there  were  51.597  persons  In  North  Carolina  receiving 
old  age  assistance  grants  averaging  $30.86.  This  represented  an  Increase  of  1.9  per  cent  over 
the  50,617  persons  assisted  In  December  1953.  In  the  past  year  the  average  grant  has  Increased 
2.5  per  cent  over  the  $30.12  reached  In  December  1953.  During  the  calendar  year  195*+  county 
departments  of  public  welfare  have  processed  11,879  applications  for  old  age  assistance.  Of 
this  number  payments  were  authorized  for  7, *+33  persons,  62.6  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  com- 
pared with  62.0  per  cent  authorized  In  1953.  In  the  remaining  4,446  cases  payment  was  denied 
on  the  basis  of  Ineligibility  or  the  application  disposed  of  for  other  reasons.  The  number 
of  applications  processed  during  the  year  represented  an  Increase  of  14.8  per  cent  over  the 
10,344  applications  handled  In  1953.  During  December  195*<-  county  departments  of  public  welfare 
sent  to  27  other  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  checks  for  283  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance  currently  visiting  or  residing  In  those  states. 

A seasonal  Increase  for  the  month  brought  the  number  of  families  receiving  aid  to 
dependent  children  to  18,835.  Assistance  was  given  to  16,865  essential  adults  and  5^. 1*^-0 
children  of  these  families.  Since  December  1953  the  case  load  has  Increased  9.8  per  cent, 
from  17, 15*^-  families.  The  average  fajnily  grant  In  December  195^  of  $60.94  was  5.3  Per  cent 
higher  than  the  $57.90  reached  a year  ago.  During  the  calendar  year  195^  county  welfare 
departments  processed  12,582  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children.  Payments  were 
authorized  for  8,942  families,  7 1.1  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  7O.8  per  cent 
authorized  In  1953.  The  remaining  3,640  applications  were  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligi- 
bility or  disposed  of  fcr  other  reasons.  The  niomber  of  applications  processed  In  195^  re- 
presented an  Increase  of  26.1  per  cent  over  the  9,981  applications  handled  In  1953.  During 
December  195*+  county  departments  of  public  welfare  sent  to  14  other  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  aid  to  dependent  children  checks  for  52  families  currently  In  those  states. 

Case  loads  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  again  Increased  In 
December,  as  10,131  disabled  persons  received  grants  averaging  $36.46.  This  represented 
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an  increase  of  25.4  per  cent  over  the  8,079  persons  receiving  assistance  in  December  1953. 

The  percentage  increase  in  the  average  grant  over  the  $35.^1  of  a year  ago  was  3.0.  During 
the  195*+  calendar  year  5.375  applications  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled 
were  processed  in  the  State.  Of  this  number  payments  were  authorized  for  4,049  persons,  75.3 
per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  75.6  per  cent  authorized  in  1953.  In  the  remaining 
1,326  cases  payment  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  the  application  disposed 
of  for  other  reasons.  County  departments  of  public  welfare  in  December  sent  to  15  other  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  checks  for  37  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  recipients 
currently  in  those  states. 

For  the  second  successive  month  seasonal  increases  were  noted  in  general  assistance 
payments.  The  2,489  cases  receiving  general  assistance  during  December  represented  the  largest 
number  of  cases  receiving  this  type  of  aid  since  April  195^,  and  was  an  increase  of  14.2  per 
cent  over  the  2,l80  cases  receiving  assistance  a year  ago.  The  December  average  grant  of 
$20.12  was  the  lowest  average  since  June  1953,  and  was  a decrease  of  6.0  per  cent  from  the 
$21,40  reached  a year  ago. 

Services ; Non-f inancial  service  only  cases  decreased  in  December,  as  county  departments  of 
public  welfare  reported  19,914  cases  as  active  during  the  month.  Members  of  county  staffs 
rendered  a total  of  43,039  services  not  involving  financial  assistance  to  cases  under  care. 
Slightly  more  than  two-thirds  of  these  services  were  either  services  to  individual  children 
or  medical  and  health  care  services. 

On  December  31,  195^,  there  were  14,855  children  receiving  services  from  county  wel- 
fare departments.  This  was  an  increase  of  13.2  per  cent  over  the  13,119  children  reported 
at  the  end  of  1953 . 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  91  children  in  North  Carolina  during 
December  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  195^  to  l,28l.  The  number  of  registrations 
in  1954  represented  an  Increase  of  2.3  per  cent  over  the  1,252  registrations  for  1953.

The  percentage  increase  in  the  average  grant  over  the  $55.41  of  a year  ago  was  3.0.  During 
the  1954  calendar  year  5 >575  applications  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled 
were  processed  in  the  State.  Of  this  number  payments  were  authorized  for  4,049  persons,  75.5 
per  cent  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  75.6  per  cent  authorized  in  1955.  In  the  remaining 
1,326  cases  payment  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  the  application  disposed 
of  for  other  reasons.  County  departments  of  public  welfare  in  December  sent  to  15  other  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  checks  for  37  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled  recipients 
currently  in  those  states. 

For  the  second  successive  month  seasonal  increases  were  noted  in  general  assistance 
payments.  The  2,489  cases  receiving  general  assistance  during  December  represented  the  largest 
number  of  cases  receiving  this  type  of  aid  since  April  1954,  and  was  an  increase  of  14.2  per 
cent  over  the  2,l80  cases  receiving  assistance  a year  ago.  The  December  average  grant  of 
$20.12  was  the  lowest  average  since  June  1955 > and  was  a decrease  of  6.0  per  cent  from  the

Services ; Non-f Inancial  service  only  cases  decreased  in  December,  as  county  departments  of 
public  welfare  reported  19,914  cases  as  active  during  the  month.  Members  of  county  staffs 
rendered  a total  of  43,039  services  not  Involving  financial  assistance  to  cases  under  care. 
Slightly  more  than  two-thirds  of  these  services  were  either  services  to  individual  children 
or  medical  and  health  care  services. 

On  December  31,  1954,  there  were  14,855  children  receiving  services  from  county  wel- 
fare departments.  This  was  an  increase  of  13.2  per  cent  over  the  13,119  children  reported 
at  the  end  of  1955 . 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  91  children  in  North  Carolina  during 
December  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  1954  to  l,28l.  The  number  of  registrations 
in  1954  represented  an  Increase  of  2.3  per  cent  over  the  1,252  registrations  for  1955. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,438  additional 


children,  as  compared  with  1,372  pending  on  December  31,  1955. 


There  were  2,876  child  labor  certificates  and  55  age  certificates  Issued  by  county 


welfare  staffs  In  December.  The  schools  referred  292  cases  for  Investigation  for  non- 
attendance  In  school  and  Investigations  were  made  on  254  such  cases.  During  the  month  there 
were  1,438  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 

Institutional  and  Protective  Services : On  December  31,  there  were  13,588  persons  in  State 

hospitals  and  sanatoria,  an  increase  of  5-1  per  cent  over  December  1953.  Of  these,  11,838 
persons,  or  87. 1 per  cent,  were  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  reaminlng  1,750  persons  were 
in  the  three  State  sanatoria,  orthopedic  hospital,  and  cerebral  palsy  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  873  children  were  enrolled  in  the  five  State  training  schools, 
as  compared  with  898  for  November  30,  1954,  and  840  for  December  31,  1953. 

During  the  year  five  county  homes  in  the  State  have  been  closed.  Three  of  these  - 
Alexander,  Franklin,  and  Wilson  - were  converted  into  licensed  boarding  homes.  The  other 
two  homes  closed  were  in  Moore  and  Stokes  counties.  On  December  31  there  were  1,489  per- 
sons residing  in  the  37  remaining  homes.  During  the  month  there  were  56  separations  from 
county  homes;  18  of  these  were  the  result  of  death. 

There  were  10,212  persons  held  in  State  penal  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
an  increase  of  3.2  per  cent  over  the  population  of  9,895  on  the  last  day  of  1953.  Of  the 
persons  held  on  December  31,  1954,  there  were  9,773  men  and  439  women. 

During  the  month  9,535  persons  were  held  in  the  100  county  jails  of  the  State. 

Of  this  number  1,102  persons  remained  in  jail  on  December  31.  There  were  31  children  under 
16  years  of  age  held  in  county  jails  during  December. 

There  were  260  persons  reported  in  17  work  houses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  Eighteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  December  31. 
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Non-f Inanclal  Cases  Served,  1953-54 


During  the  1953-5^  fiscal  year  there  were  49,521  families,  including  over  165,000  people, 
who  received  non-financial  services  from  county  departments  of  public  welfare  in  North  Carolina. 
These  people  did  not  receive  any  financial  aid;  they  are  in  addition  to  the  100,000  cases  who 
received  old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  dis- 
abled, general  assistance,  and  other  financial  assistance  during  the  year.  They  were  helped 
with  their  problems  in  other  ways,  through  the  special  skills  of  the  public  welfare  case  workers. 

People  come  to  the  public  welfare  departments  to  ask  for  help  with  many  different  kinds 
of  problems.  The  following  list  shows  the  general  breakdown  of  families  receiving  non-financial 
services  last  year,  according  to  the  kinds  of  services  they  received:

There  were  21,451  child  labor  permits  and  391  certificates  Issued  by  county  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare  during  the  year.  These  were  not  included  in  the  49,521  non-flnancial 
cases  except  In  special  cases  v/here  extensive  Investigations  were  necessary  to  determine  whether 
permits  should  be  Issued, 

Other  facts  were  uncovered  in  the  report  for  1955-5^  on  non-f inancial  service  cases: 

§ VJhile  most  of  the  non-f inancial  service  cases  received  only  one  kind  of  service,  5*9  Per  cent 
of  all  the  families  received  two  kinds  and  0,5  per  cent  of  the  families  received  three  or  more 
different  kinds  of  service  from  the  department  of  public  welfare. 

# Of  the  families  receiving  non-f inancial  services,  62.4  per  cent  were  white,  36.8  per  cent  were 
Negro,  and  0.8  per  cent  were  Indian. 

# Many  of  the  families  needed  service  from  the  department  of  public  welfare  for  a short  time  only. 
However,  15,452  of  the  families — 31.2  per  cent  of  the  total--were  still  receiving  services  from 
the  departments  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  non-flnancial  service  cases,  the  estimated 
number  of  persons  in  these  cases,  and  the  population  rate  for  the  100  counties  during  the  year. 

The  mmiber  of  cases  served  ranged  all  the  way  from  45  in  Alexander  county  to  2,911  in  Durham  county. 
The  overall  rate  for  the  State  was  39.5  out  of  every  1,000  persons  receiving  non-f inancial  ser- 
vices from  the  department  of  public  welfare  at  some  time  during  the  year.  Stated  in  another  way, 
about  one  in  every  25  persons  received  direct  help  of  a non-f inancial  nature  from  the  public 
welfare  departments  in  North  Carolina  last  year. 

* * » 

A Note  on  Method . On  July  1,  1953,  case  workers  began  keeping  standardized  Service  Case 


Cards,  one  for  each  family  receiving  only  non-f inancial  services.  The  Service  Case  Card  shows 


certain  basic  Information  concerning  the  case  In  addition  to  case  Identification:  race,  number 
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of  persons  In  the  family,  type(s)  of  service  rendered,  and  the  dates  on  which  each  type  of  ser- 
vice Is  begun  and  ended.  There  Is  also  a space  for  recording  dates  of  contact  with  the  case  If 
the  worker  wishes  to  use  It.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the  statistical  clerk  collects  all  Service 
Case  Cards,  prepares  a monthly  report  on  total  case  turnover,  and  returns  the  still  active  cards 
to  the  workers.  These  monthly  reports  are  the  basis  for  the  last  figures  In  Table  1 of  Public 
Welfare  Statistics . At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  all  Service  Case  Cards  closed  during  the 
year,  together  with  duplicates  of  all  those  open  at  the  end  of  the  year,  are  sent  to  the  State 
Office,  where  they  are  edited,  checked  for  duplication,  and  tabulated.  This  system  provides 
North  Carolina,  for  the  first  time,  with  a reasonably  accurate,  undupllcated  count  of  public 
welfare  service  cases.  At  the  same  time,  the  new  reporting  plan  provides  county  departments 
of  public  welfare  with  a simple,  convenient  method  for  keeping  control  over  their  non-f Inanclal 
case  loads.

The  Federal  share  of  money  payments  to  recipients  Is  determined  by  the  following 


formulae : 

Old-age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled;  The  Federal  Government 
pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $25  of  the  average  grant  and  one-half  of  the  amount  exceeding 
$25  . The  maximum  monthly  payment  Is  $55 . 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  The  Federal  Government  pays  four-fifths  of  the  first  $15  of  the 
average  grant  per  recipient  and  one-half  of  the  balance.  The  maximum  monthly  payments 
allowed  are  $30  each  for  the  first  child  and  a responsible  adult  and  $21  for  each  additional 
child . 

State  and  county  shares  In  payments  for  recipients  are,  as  follows:  The  State  pays 

50  per  cent  and  the  counties  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  not  paid  by  the  Federal  Government. 
However,  the  State  gives  financial  aid  through  an  equalizing  fund  to  many  counties  less  able 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  payments. 

The  Federal  Government  pays  over  three -fourths  of  the  cost  of  money  payments  to 
recipients  in  the  three  programs.  The  State  pays  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  cost,  and  the 


counties,  on  the  average,  pay  slightly  more  then  one-tenth
